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Our Moody Readers 


Voice for Dr. Dahlberg 

Since I am a friend of Moody Bible 
Institute and have enjoyed reading the 
Moopy Monruty for several years, I was 
disappointed to see unfavorable report 
of the Baptist World Alliance meeting 
at Cleveland, Ohio, in the October issue 
of your magazine. 

In fairness to Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, 
of Syracuse, N.Y., and to your many 
evangelical Baptist readers, please note 
the important contrast in meaning in 
the following statements: 

Moopy MontnHiy: “Assertion by Dr. 
Edwin T. Dahlberg, of Syracuse, N. Y., 
that such expressions as ‘the precious 
name of Jesus,’ ‘coming under the blood,’ 
and ‘saved by grace’ no longer make sense 
to the modern mind has aroused protest 
coast-to-coast from Baptists and others.” 

Dr. Dahlberg’s actual statement: “Such 
phrases as ‘the precious name of Jesus,’ 
‘coming under the blood,’ and ‘saved by 
grace,’ however great and profound and 
true their original Bible meaning, simply 
do not register in the mind of the aver- 
age American listener. What a complete 
turning away there has been from the 
words and thoughts that interested our 
fathers and mothers is revealed in a 
recent survey reported by the Columbia 
University Press as to what ten books 
bored these people most. What do you 
suppose was the No. 1 book? Pilgrim’s 
Progress! . . . [Such polls] indicate the 
secular, humanistic, jazzed up mentality 
we are dealing with. Pilgrim’s Progress 
is by all odds one of the greatest books 
ever written.” 

Dr. Dahlberg concluded this address 
at Cleveland with the following words: 
“All that has been said about intellectual 
discipline, moral and spiritual content, 
and the ecumenical spirit in evangelism 
is directed toward this one simple pur- 
pose, that men might believe that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing they might have life through 
His name. This is the only hope of our 
lost world. As the writer of one of our 
most beautiful songs has expressed it: 


“Tf you cannot sing like angels, 
If you cannot preach like Paul, 

You can tell the love of Jesus, 
And say He died for all.” 


Although I do not necessarily agree 
with Dr. Dahlberg in all things, I feel 
that in this particular instance improper 
reporting has done him and the cause of 
Christ a grave injustice.

Preachers 
Who Pray 


As this Preacher’s Number of Moopy 
MONTHLY goes to the printer, we are im- 
pressed anew with the tremendous task 
faced by the pastor of today. Never in 


' our times, at least, have Bible-believing 
- ministers of the gospel been challenged 
' by responsibilities as grave and heavy 
* as those which seem to lie ahead in 


1951. 
In buttressing the faith of God’s people 
for the trying times ahead, in claiming 


- young people for the Lord, in reaching 


those who live in indifference at the 


; church’s very door, there is an urgency 
' which increases with the seriousness of 
» the times. 


Yet the pastor of today labors at a 


: time when it is all too easy to be con- 
' tent with what someone has aptly called 


“playing church”’—with merely holding 
services, carrying on established func- 
tions and reaching only the usual people 


_ in the usual way. As every pastor knows, 
' such a program may be carried on week 


after week without real gains for Christ. 
The greater the need around him, the 


_ more the conscientious servant of God 
will be tempted to spend additional time 


on sermon preparation, in holding serv- 
ices, in making more pastoral calls. Yet 
as he may have learned a dozen times, 
the solution does not lie in more ac- 
tivity. The task before him is too great. 

For many great men of God, the solu- 


_ tion has been found by moving in quite 


the other direction. We think particularly 
of Praying Hyde, who spent so much of 
his time in prayer and searching of the 
Scriptures that he was sharply criticized 
at first for neglecting what others con- 
sidered to be his work. But when God’s 
answer came, a thousandfold more work 
was done than could have been accom- 
plished by Praying Hyde himself. 

The minister, of course, is called to 
many duties; but there is little danger 
that he will pray too much. There is 
great danger in the year ahead that he 
may pray too little. 


For Such 
A Time as This 


It is impossible to estimate the full 
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seriousness of the worldwide events now 
in the making or their effects as they 
may be apparent by the time these words 


reach Moopy MONTHLY readers. One 
thing, however, should be crystal clear: 
this is no time for business as usual. 
We live in days of peril. Ordinary things 
must in many instances be set aside; the 
important must give way to those things 
which are most important of all. 

In this connection let us recognize 
that if war and bloodshed are ahead for 
our nation and the world in the near 
future, or if there is to be greater ten- 
sion and peril, the responsibility of in- 
terceding at the heavenly throne rests 
on the Christian. On him, too, lies the 
responsibility of pleading with those yet 
outside of Christ. And the task of send- 
ing out the gospel to those who have 
never heard it, even once, is far 
more pressing than can be set down in 
words. 

What would God have you do in these 
swiftly moving days? Whatever it is— 
whether prayer and fasting, whether 
pleading with the lost, whether giving 
when it seems there is not much to give— 
do it with all your might. “Who knoweth 
whether thou art not come to the king- 
dom for such a time as this?” 


Aviation 
In Missions 


What is the proper use of aviation in 
missions? The crash of another New 
Tribes Mission’s plane on a mountain- 
side in Wyoming (see page 330) has again 
raised this question. 

Most Christians will read of this ac- 
cident with a sense of tragedy and loss 
to the cause of Christ. We recognize 
that such an event can occur only in 
God’s permissive will, and we extend our 
Christian sympathy to the families and 
friends of the unquestionably consecrated 
young people on board the plane. 

Returning to the question of aviation’s 
role in missions, however, we would 
state our own position and attitude in the 
hope that it may help to clarify the 
issue. 

Let us keep in mind, in the first place, 
that in spite of accidents, the airplane 
is here to stay. Safety controls may have 
to be increased, but air travel has so 


clearly demonstrated its value that it is 
constantly growing in use. It is no longer 
a question of whether missionaries should 
fly; they are doing so increasingly and 
will continue. It is only a question of 
where and when and with what equip- 
ment and personnel. 

Should missions engage in ferrying 
their own missionaries to and from the 
field? Most mission boards say, “No!” 
There was some justification at the close 
of the war for the purchase and opera- 
tion of the St. Ansgar by Scandinavian 
missions, for surface transportation was 
almost entirely unavailable and the rapid 
relief of missionaries on the field was 
important. 

But today commercial airlines are able 
to provide efficient transportation to 
nearly all major fields if air transporta- 
tion seems advisable. Moreover, the com- 
mercial lines have the advantages of 
the best of equipment, carefully and 
systematically checked and maintained, 
with top-notch flyers who fly the same 
route with such regularity that they be- 
come familiar with its every detail. This 
they do for a price with which the mis- 
sion plane can scarcely compete. 

Flying on the field is a different mat- 
ter. There are fields where surface trans- 
port is so slow and difficult, not to say 
hazardous, that a mission plane in regu- 
lar operation may save much time and 
back-breaking labor at a price which 
may even be more economical. These 
are fields where commercial aviation is 
not available and only the mission plane 
can do the job. 

But even here the reliable mission will 
order first a careful survey to determine 
needs, as was recently done in New 
Guinea before the Lutheran plane was 
purchased. Then only full-time flyers of 
proved ability and carefulness, both in 
flying and in maintenance, will be used. 
Often such men will be retained in co- 
operation with other missions in the area, 
as has been done in eastern Ecuador. 

Under such conditions aviation can be 
a most effective tool in the missionary 
enterprise. But we need to realize con- 
stantly that, like a sharp, two-edged 
sword, it must be handled with skill, 
for it cuts both ways. 


Science’s 
Shifting Frontiers 


A new development has been an- 
nounced in the field of physical anthro- 
pology. It is the discovery that drastic 
changes in the bone structure of rats 
can be brought about in the laboratory in 
the space of only a few weeks. This is 
cited as lending “confirmation that mod- 
ern man with his thinking brain dates 
back only about 50,000 years instead of 
the million years previously assumed nec- 
essary for his [evolutionary] develop- 
ment.” 

Anthropologists explain that these in- 
vestigations “do not reject the Darwinian 
school of evolution, but contradict .. . 
Darwin’s . . . belief that all physical 
changes in various species result only 
from the impact of long periods of time.” 

All this merely means, of course, that 
if the results of these new findings are 
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confirmed, science will retreat to new 
ground, claiming that thinking man dates 
back 50,000 years rather than perhaps a 
million. 

Such a discovery will not change in 
any respect the Christian view of Dar- 
winian evolution. It does, however, serve 
to illustrate a basic difference between 
the findings of science and the revealed 
truth of the Scriptures. 

Since science is based on what man 
can discover from the world about him, 
its frontiers are always shifting. Con- 
clusions regarded as facts today, to- 
morrow may be outdated and in the 
grossest error. This is as it should be, 
and science can well take pride in its 
inherent willingness to accept new find- 
ings. 

This very characteristic, however, 
should disqualify science from disputing 
with unchanging facts stated once for all 
in God’s unchanging Word. Among true 
scientists who recognize this fact, there 
is no cleavage between science and the 
Scriptures. 


Lest 
We Forget 


The attempt to assassinate President 
Truman not long ago brought in its wake 
a host of news reports and comments on 
various phases of the attack and its many 
implications. One comment of more than 
passing significance, however, was con- 
tained in a letter, published in the 
Chicago Daily News. 

Speaking of the News’ report on a fund 
to help the children of the slain White- 
house guard; the writer said: 

“This is a very worthy project, but 
the part that — attracted my at- 
tention was the last paragraph in 
which President Truman stated: ‘You 
can’t understand just how a man feels 
when someone else dies for him.’ 

“Immediately the thought came to 
my mind: Could this be the trouble 
with our world today? Have we, the 
roe forgotten that i: Over 

900 years ago Someone died for each 
of us. He gave His life in order that 
we might live. Have we forgotten ‘just 
how a man feels when someone else 
dies for him’? Perhaps if we remem- 
bered, we would be living today in a 
world of peace instead of a world of 
conflict.” 

The point as it applies to the world 
which has rejected Christ needs no fur- 
ther comment. Even the Christian who is 
living in the knowledge and assurance 
that he has appropriated his Lord’s 


atonement, however, must often ask him- 
self if he is walking in the constant 
realization that his is a redeemed and 
dearly purchased life. May God give us 
all a keener awareness that ours are 
purchased lives—lives which are not our 
own but His who loved us and loosed 
us from our sins. 

As Martin Luther urged, “Let us live 
as though Christ were crucified yester- 
day, risen today, and coming tomorrow.” 
A life so lived will be full of praise to 
God, service for Christ, and testimony 
to men. 


Two Sides 
To Television 


Most people in television areas were 
probably aware of the brief but inten- 
sive attempt to sell television sets on the 
basis that the family without television 
is underprivileged. 

For several days newspaper readers 
and radio listeners were pounded with 
words about children feeling “left out” 
because they do not get to see television, 
the “humiliation . . . in begging those 
precious hours of television from a neigh- 
bor,” and the seriousness of “denying” 
a family the window on the world which 
television affords. Prominent child au- 
thorities were quoted to the effect that 
boys and girls need television for proper 
development. 

The ethics of trying to stimulate sales, 
even among families who cannot afford 
television, needs little further comment. 
The public itself has condemned the 
campaign, one of the psychologists has 
withdrawn his statement, and several 
newspapers have refused to carry further 
advertisements in the television series. 
But the reasoning behind the campaign’s 
approach is worth attention. 

Openly or otherwise, the Christian will 
be confronted repeatedly with just such 
arguments. Without television, the rea- 
soning goes, his family and he himself 
are missing advantages which would 
make a worth-while contribution to their 
daily lives. 

This to some extent is true, but it is 
only half the story. If television in the 
home is a window on the world, it is 
also a window through which the world 
may enter his family circle. The Chris- 
tian who at the touch of a dial has the 
worth-while things of television also has 
established a bridgehead for worldly in- 
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terests within the inner bastion of his 
defense. 

This, of course, does not mean that 
banning television from the Christian 
home is always a satisfactory solution, 
More and more, television will offer legit- 
imate appeal, especially to children. And 
as many Christian parents have discov- 
ered, if boys and girls do not see tele- 
vision in their homes, they are almost 
certain to see all kinds of programs in 
the homes of various friends. 

The issue is important, and the answer 
will not be the same for every family in 
every circumstance. The decision, how- 
ever, should be made not on the basis 
of half truths presented to increase sales, 
but with full appreciation of the alterna- 
tives involved. 


Prayer and 
The Biscuit Servers 


Often in waiting on the Lord for the 
things which seem urgent and impor- 
tant to us, we fail to grasp the blessing 
which comes from depending on God for 
seemingly little things. 

Of all the matters for prayer that 
press in upon the Moopy Monruty office 
staff perhaps none would seem less con- 
sequential than the problem of finding 
a supply of hot biscuit servers. Yet God's 
concern in such a seemingly trivial mat- 
ter has been a special blessing to the 
Office family. 

As many readers may have guessed, the 
biscuit servers were among the gifts to 
be awarded by Moopy Mownrturiy for 
Christmastime subscriptions.

I believe the next fifty years will be the 
most momentous in the history of man- 
kind. Events of world-shaking signifi- 
cance are already casting their shadows 
before them. 

Colossal movements have been inaug- 
urated for good and for ill. The human 
race faces virtual destruction. Cataclys- 
mic judgments are inevitable. Revolution 
with all its terrors again lifts its hoary 
head. The Iron Curtain hides a slavery 
worse than death. All creation groans. 
Seemingly the birth pangs of a new age 
are even now being felt throughout the 
world. Once again there is “the sound of 
a going in the tops of the mulberry trees.” 
“The coming of the Lord draweth nigh.” 

I am not a professional evangelist, but 
I have carried on evangelistic work and 
I know that the only hope of our day is 
anew manifestation of the power of God. 
I have been in countries where I have 
seen that power in operation, and I am 
confident that we can have here what I 
have witnessed there. Evangelism is the 
order of the day, the need of the hour. 
Without revival, life as we know it must 
cease. We must evangelize or perish.

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else, we should be able to work with each 
other in the winning of lost men and 
women to the Lord Jesus Christ. Minis- 
ters and laymen of all denominations 
should be able to co-operate when it 
comes to evangelism. 


‘Tie ARE MINISTERS who feel 
that they can do their own evangelistic 
work. Let me say—and I base my asser- 
tion on forty years of ministry, for the 
most part as a pastor—that I owe the 
success of my work, in a large measure, 
to evangelism. 

The pastor may be a good preacher, 
greatly beloved by his people, but even 
the best voice can become tiring. I have 
always welcomed others to my pulpit be- 
cause I have realized that a new voice is 
imperative. An evangelist can win those 
I can never hope to win. Then when I 
take over again, my voice in turn be- 
comes a new voice and thus the people 
never grow weary. As soon as I feel that 
they have heard me often enough, I bring 
in someone else to give them a change, 
and the evangelist always leaves us with 
new friends, most of whom will stay with 
us after he has left. 

The very first campaign I held in 
Toronto lasted for six months without a 
night’s break, Saturdays included, and 
generally there were two or three serv- 
ices on Sudays. I managed the campaign 
and was chairman at all the meetings. 
But during the six months I had a dozen 
or more different evangelists, one after 
the other, to do the preaching. Thus I 
always had someone new to advertise 
and the people could continually look 
forward to a new voice.

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The crowds increased from week to 
week. Interest was intense, and before the 
campaign was over, many hundreds of 
souls had been saved. As a result, the 
work was greatly strengthened. Every 
campaign more than paid for itself; for 
I saw to it that there was always some- 
thing in the treasury at the close. 

Through the years ever since, I have 
had two or three and sometimes half a 
dozen campaigns each year, in addition to 
many special conferences of various 
kinds. All this has stimulated the spirit- 
ual life of the people, added new interest, 
created enthusiasm and consolidated the 
work. Between campaigns, I have done 
the preaching. As the work became 
stronger and the crowds increased, I did 
more of the pulpit work myself, but I 
have never felt that I could do it alone. 
And today I still bring in outside speak- 
ers to hold evangelistic campaigns. 

It is the follow-up work that counts 
most, not the work done by the evan- 
gelist himself. The evangelist is like the 
doctor—he brings the baby into the 
world, but no one would expect the doc- 
tor to remain and take care of the child. 
That is the responsibility of the parents. 

Likewise it would be wrong to blame 
the doctor if the child did not develop 
properly after a healthy and normal 
birth. It is just as wrong to blame the 
evangelist if those newly won to Christ 
do not go on in the faith and make 
progress after he has brought them into 
the light. That is the responsibility of the 
pastor, the Sunday school teacher, the 
leaders of the young people’s work and 
all who share in the continuing: ministry 
of the church. If special convert classes 
are organized, the new believers can soon 
be established and taught the funda-

nw 1848 Kart Marx and Friedrich Engels 
began their now famous Communist 
manifesto with these words, “There is 
a specter haunting Europe—the spec- 
ter of Communism.” Today that would 
be a grave understatement. No longer is 
it simply a haunting specter in Europe 
and in Asia, for vast areas of the conti- 
nents of Europe and Asia are now com- 
pletely under the sway of Communism. 


A Christian physician from Sydney, Australia, 
Dr. Schwarz has made a particular study of Com- 
munism for a number of years, basing his research 
on the writings of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin. 
Following an address at the Second Plenary Congress 
of the International Council of Christian Churches 
in Geneva, Switzerland, he filled several speaking 
engagements in this country, lecturing before army 
officers in Washington, D.C., and speaking to civic 
organizations, in churches and on radio stations. The 
accompanying article is from an address given at 
Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, IIl. 
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Communism has been in the saddle 
for thirty years in Russia. It is now in 
power in Poland, in Czechoslovakia, in 
Hungary, in Rumania, to mention only 
a few of the European countries in which 
it holds sway. To the east, China has 
fallen like a ripe pear into the Commu- 
nist maw. And on the distant peninsula 
of Korea even now the blood of Amer- 
ican soldiers is still being shed to hold 
back this insatiable philosophy. 

Farther south we see war in Indo- 
China, Burma, Malaya, the Philippines, 
Tibet. And in my own country of Aus- 
tralia last year a Communist minority— 
less than one per thousand of the popu- 
lation—following in minute detail the 
plan laid down by Lenin, almost con- 
quered the country by armed assault.

Christians in particular should come to 


some understanding of the nature of this F 
world-wide force. Everybody knows how f 


Communism acts, but few attempt to get 
behind the scene and probe into the way 
that it thinks—into the very nature of 
its origin and its heart. Consequently, 
opposition to Communism is blind and 
ill-informed. While the Red menace is 


being opposed on materialistic fronts, it f 


advances unhindered and unchecked on 
idealistic and philosophic grounds, worm- 
ing its way into the citadel of the minds 
of millions. 


& sseasninia HAS ADVANCED as 
a result of promising two things. Every- 
one knows one of these prom- 
ises, but the other is not so 
clearly known and understood. 

Communism has_ promised 
that it will create a new world, 
a new social order, in which 
justice and brotherhood are 
enshrined. It pledges an order 
of plenty for everyone—one 
which is free from the weak- 
nesses of our present system. 
In this world, it says, there 
will be no unemployment, no 
insecurity, no exploitation of 
man by man, no famine, pes- 
tilence or sword, no racial bit- 
terness or hatred. 

There is a second promise 
that Communism makes, how- 
ever, not so generally known. 
Communism promises that not 
only will it create a new world, 
but that it will also create a new race of 
men and women. It promises to liberate 
mankind from all the evils, the vicious- 
ness, the weakness at present manifested 
in human personality. The result, it 
claims, will be a new man—finer, nobler, 
more unselfish, more upright, more de- 
voted to the well-being of his fellows 
than the world has ever known. 

In a word, Communism promises to 
redeem mankind from sin and weakness, 
and it promises to create a new world in 
which the redeemed man shall live. 

There are two very interesting things 
about the Communist promise. First. 
Communism’s promise to create a new 
world depends on its ability to create new 
men and women. If Communists are 
unable to transform mankind, their plan 
to create a new and just social order 
automatically becomes a failure. 

Second, in its goals—though not its 
methods—Communism’s promise is strik- 
ingly similar to God’s plan for His people. 
The Scriptures promise redemption 
through the regenerating power of the 
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Holy Spirit. New creatures are created 
in Christ Jesus, and following this there 
will be created a new heaven and a new 
earth wherein the redeemed shall dwell. 
To a striking degree, the goal presented 
by the Communists mimics the ultimate 
and clearly stated purpose of God. 

Communism, however, claims to be 
scientific. It has captivated many minds 
and many men—professors of universi- 
ties, learned theologians, and others— 
with the claim that it is going to produce 
these goals in a scientific manner. As a 
science of our present day has created the 
manifold comforts which have trans- 
formed the material world—the motor 
car, the airplane, electricity, modern 
facilities in the home and the other con- 
veniences that we enjoy—so Communists 
say they are going to utilize science to 
create new men and a new and just 
social order. 

Accordingly, they say that anyone who 
rejects their program is unrealistic and 
unscientific. If you wish to make steel, 
they argue, there is only one way in 
which you can do it. You can’t manutac- 
ture it out of good intentions, self- 
sacrifice or nobility of character. You 
must get some coal and some iron ore, 
extract the iron, associate the iron and 
the coal in the correct conditions of tem- 
perature, pressure, humidity—follow a 
definite chain of steps—before you can 
achieve the required results. Similarly, 
Communism claims that its goals can be 
reached only by using certain basic mate- 
rials in a certain way.

= FIRST INGREDIENT Out of 
which Communism expects to construct 
its new men and its new world is atheism. 
There are those nominal Christians and 
others who say that were you to take the 
atheism out of Communism, what is left 
would be quite good. That is like saying 
that if you were to take the water out of 
ice, what remains would be very good. 
The basic fiber from which the entire 
Communist concept is constructed is 
atheism. 

Karl Marx, the originator of Commu- 
nism, was the son of a Jew living in 
Germany. Early in the life of the younger 
Marx, his father renounced Judaism and 
embraced Protestantism for acknowl- 
edged economic reasons. Karl Marx’s 
earliest writings were attempts to prove 
that the German philosopher Hegel was 
himself an atheist. And atheism was the 
basic axiom of Marxism from its concept 
to its termination. Lenin, in his pam- 
phlet Lenin, on Religion, begins with 
these words, “Atheism is a fundamental 
portion of Marxism, of the theory and 
practice of scientific socialism.” 

Karl Marx came under the influence of 
two German philosophers. The first was 
the renegade theological professor Feuer- 
bach, and he taught Marx materialism. 
The other one was the great German 
idealist philosopher Hegel, and he taught 
Marx the dialectics. Taking the material- 
ism of Feuerbach, associating it with the 
dialectic of Hegel, Marx created the 
world-wide religion—and I use that term 
advisedly—of the Communist, known as 
dialectical materialism. Dialectical ma- 
terialism today is a brand of atheism

One of the early splits in Commu- 
nism occurred at the Stockholm Con- 
ference of social democrats, in the. 
early years of the twentieth century. 
Martof wished to open party member- 
ship to all who agreed fundamentally 
in their theoretical interpretations and 
in their ultimate goal. Lenin, leader of 
the opposing faction, was adamant in 
his refusal to admit anyone unless he 
was prepared to share in the menial 
tasks in the organizations the party had 
set up. Lenin and his principle of 
“fewer, but better" prevailed. 

It is interesting to consider what 
effect the application of ‘such a prin- 
ciple would have in church member- 
ship. Imagine the results if no one were 
admitted to church membership unless 
he agreed to becomé actively engaged 
in work in at least one department of 
church life—unless he agreed to be- 
come a Sunday school teacher, choir 
member, member of a gospel team or 
visitation group. Such drastic action 
doubtless would have a baleful effect 
on the church roll, but a most benefi- 
cial effect upon its testimony. 





which is the religion of hundreds of mil- 
lions of people. 

The second aspect of Marxian belief 
basic to Communism is the proposition 
that social organization is always the 
result of the prevailing economic system. 
Engels, in the preface to the Communist 
manifesto, says, “This is Marx’s great 
contribution,” and this is basic to the 
entire theory of socialism. According to 
Marx, in any age, in any form of society, 
institutions—whether political, legisla- 
tive, judicial, executive, financial, cul- 
tural, military, defensive, educational, or 
religious—are derivatives of the mode of 
production of the economic system in 
operation. Not only are the institutions 
created by the economic system, but the 
characters and personalities of the indi- 
viduals living within that system are also 
created by the economic system. 

This is worked out in detail in the 
Communist manifesto. The writers assert 
that the relationship of parent and child, 
the love of the father and mother for 
their own children, is simply the product 
of the capitalistic system, and will cease 
immediately when the capitalist system 
is destroyed. What you are and the pat- 
tern within which you live, they say, are 
both the products of the economic system 
that prevails during your lifetime. 

Of course, there is a half truth in this 
in exactly the same way as if you were to 
say that the music from a piano depends 
on the piano. But the music also depends 
somewhat on the pianist. The trouble 
with Marxism is that it forgets the 
pianist. 

Communism’s basic assumption is that 
the economic system originates and de- 


termines everything. According to Com- 
munism, criminals are criminals because 
of the capitalist system; drunkards are 
drunkards because of the capitalist sys- 
tem; men are bad tempered, lazy, and 
mean because of the capitalist system; 
and women are vain, jealous, and catty 
because of the capitalist system. 


‘ 

Psi THAT BASIC ASSUMPTION, 
which depends on atheism, the question 
arises, “What are we going to do? Are 
we going to endeavor to eliminate the 
evils one by one?” 

Communism answers, “Oh, no! Instead 
of brushing away the spider web every 
morning, kill the spider.” If you want to 
eliminate poverty, exploitation, injustice 
and other evils, what you have to do is 
kill capitalism. Consequently, the whole 
basis of their “scientific” plan to bring 
about human redemption and human 
justice is based on killing the spider, or 
destroying capitalism and democracy by 
violent revolution. 

This may be accomplished, Communism 
says, by a chain of steps. The first is the 
creation of revolutionary chaos. The sec- 
ond hinges on the starting of a bloody, 
violent, destructive revolution, the aim of 
which is to destroy the democratic state 
and create limitless disorder. Following 
the violent revolution, there is to be 
established the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat, which Lenin defines and Stalin 
cites as the rule based on force and un- 
restricted by law of the Commuists over 
everybody else. The dictatorship of the 
proletariat is then to establish the order 
that the Communists call socialism, such 
as prevails in Russia today. 

Under these conditions the remaining 
fruits of capitalism may be wiped out. 
Then, since capitalism, the root of all 
evil, has been destroyed, human person- 
ality supposedly will be released from its 
chains and shackles. Everyone will work 
for the sheer love of working, everyone 
will give because it’s the glory and de- 
light of his heart so to give. The golden 
era of universal happiness will then come 
to pass with the millennial reign of Com- 
munism. 

Such is the program in very sketchy 
outline. But a scientific chain when it 
snaps at one point, breaks down alto- 
gether. And if we were to take the his- 
tory of Russia over the last thirty years, 
we would find that instead of this won- 
derful purification of human personality, 
all the original great men and leaders 
under the Communist dictatorship in 
Russia have degenerated into such mon- 
sters and traitors and wild beasts— 
according to the Communists themselves 
—that everyone of them had to be de- 
stroyed. 

Basically the argument is obviously 
fallacious; to say that all their sin and 
weakness is the product of capitalism is 
sheer nonsense. If you’re a Christian 
you're much more realistic; you know the 
basis and origin of sin. 


y FALSE DOCTRINE Of Com- 
munism, however, lies across our world 
like a colossus, and it has mobilized into

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Had Pastor Ernest L. Beuter known the 
sermon he was to preach on that Sunday 
in 1949 would be one of his last, he could 
hardly have given a more fitting message 
than “The Suns of God.” Only a few 
wees later the twenty-nine-year-old 
pastor was on the way to a new Bible 
teaching post in Atlanta, when he was 
killed in a highway accident. His message 
as it appears here was compiled by Mrs. 
Beuter from her husband’s notes. 


UITE a number of years ago, among 
the songs heard here and there, 
Was one about stars and angels. 
The words went something like 
this: 
“If every star’s an angel, how can you tell 
who’s who? 
I'd like to find my mother dear, and also 
sister Sue. 
My mother is that bright one...” 

Scripture-searching Christians have 
long since discarded the theory that 
saints become angels after death. But 
the song writer was not so far wrong 
when he suggested a similarity between 
transformed Christians and shining stars. 
It was revealed to Daniel, centuries ago, 
that in the resurrection “they that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many to 
righteousness as the stars forever and 
ever” (Dan. 12:3). 

And as all true stars are actually suns, 
the words of Christ in Matthew 13:43 are 
also significant: “Then shall the right- 
eous shine forth as the sun in the king- 
dom of their Father. Who hath ears to 
hear, let him hear.” This does not mean 
that resurrected Christians will lose their 
personalities and spirit forms to become 
masses of matter like the stars we see in 
the heavens. Only with respect to our 
fuminescence will we resemble these 
heavenly bodies, after we have been 
“clothed upon” with the glory of God. 

As Paul explains in I Corinthians 15, 
God will furnish us with better bodies for 
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a better world. The wise Creator has 
always provided His creatures with bodies 
suited to their intended environments. 
Consider the adaptability of the fish to 
the sea, and of the birds to the air. To 
exchange their habitations would be 
fatal. Likewise, when we leave this 
earthly dwelling place, “we shall all be 
changed,” for “flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God” (I Cor. 
15:50, 51). 

Since in our incorruptible life we shall 
shine as the stars, we shall do well to 
ponder the words of Paul in I Corinth- 
jians 15:41, 42: “For one star differeth 
from another star in glory. So also is the 
resurrection of the dead.”

HAT THE STARS we see above 
us differ from each other in glory is a 
scientific fact. Some are far more bDril- 
liant than others. We are told that of the 
approximately 17,000 stars visible to the 
naked eye, only 19 are of the first magni- 
tude, ie., are the very brightest. Of the 
second magnitude—those that appear a 
little dimmer—there are 59; of the third 
magnitude, 182; of the fourth magni- 
tude, 530. 

Astronomers, with the aid of their 
telescopes, have been able to enlarge 
this list for us. We do not have to con- 
tinue down the scale very far to notice 
the remarkable increase in the number 
of stars as they become dimmer. There 
are few very bright ones in comparison 
with the vast number of less brilliant 
ones. 

This difference in glory is, for the most 
part, only apparent; it is dependent on 
the nearness or the remoteness of each 
star from the earth. The closest stars ap- 
pear to shine brighter than those which 
are farther away. Astronomers, however, 
assure us that, could the stars be lined 
up at an equal distance from our eyes, 
we would still be able to detect differences 
among them. In actual size and bright- 
ness, as well as in appearance, one star 
differs from another star in glory. 

What an illuminating picture of the 
differences in grace among the saints of 
God! Is it not true that, even now, Chris- 
tians differ one from another in glory? 
Some Christians have reached high po-

When we become suns, 
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sitions in the ecclesiastical organizations 
of our day. Others are able to display 
talents that sway the hearts of thou- 
sands. On the basis of our finite reason- 
ing, these are the ones we would desig- 
nate as “first magnitude Christians.” 

But we need only to be reminded that 
“man looketh on the outward appearance, 
but God looketh on the heart” to realize 
that the real standard of glory is one’s 
actual condition before God. That is 
what really matters. Someday God will 
place us according to His own order; and 
then what surprises will be ours! Per- 
haps those who appear to be of the first 
magnitude down here will be found to 
be lacking in those graces necessary for 
such a classification in glory. And many 
who now seem so remote, unknown and 
commonplace will then shine forth with 
the glory of a pure heart before God. 

Few Christians are unaware that there 
awaits a judgment day when “every one 
of us shall give account of himself to 
God” (Rom. 14:12). But how few realize 
that on the verdicts of this judgment 
will depend our position in glory through- 
out all eternity! Writing to Christians, 
the inspired pen of Paul warns us: “For 
we must all appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his body, ac- 
cording to that he hath done, -whether 
it be good or bad” (II Cor. 5:10). 

A heart-searching study of I Corin- 
thians 3:10-15 has changed the life of 
many a follower of Christ. Much so- 
called church work will go up in smoke 
as the “wood, hay and stubble” of our 
lives is put to the fiery test of God’s 
righteous judgment. Outstanding Bible 
expositors have been known to declare 
that they would rather brave the coming 
Great Tribulation than to stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ. How much 
more ought you and I to tremble, who 
have borne so little fruit! 


Bu ONE ASKS, will we not all 
be happy in heaven? Has not God prom- 
ised us perfect holiness? Does not the 
Bible say that there is “no condemnation 
to them which are in Christ Jesus” (Rom. 
8:1), and that when the Lord comes,

mental doctrines of the faith. Thus they 
will stand true and steadfast and become 
active workers for the Lord Jesus Christ. 


| | rT there is 
much evangelism today that belittles the 
pastor. The kind of evangelism we need, 
however, is the evangelism which will 
hold up the hands of the pastor and in 
every possible way support and encourage 
him. For an evangelist to criticize or find 
fault in any way with a pastor before the 
people is a tragic mistake. The pastor’s 
burden is heavy. He needs to be en- 
couraged by the evangelist, and he should 
be honored before his people. 

Every evangelist should be a pastor for 
a few years at least so as to be able to 
sympathize with this servant of God in 
his problems and to know exactly how to 
help him. Having been an evangelist as 
well as a pastor, I know by experience 
that the work of the pastor is far more 
difficult. The evangelist has only to face 
the problems in any one place for two or 
three weeks, but the pastor is ever 
burdened with them. Partly for this very 
reason I slip away now and again to hold 
a campaign, for it enables me to forget 
the petty problems of the pastor. 

Evangelists wculd do well to examine 
carefully their attitude toward the pas- 
tors with whom they work. The pastor 
is not perfect, but that is also true of 
the evangelist. I am afraid one reason 
sO many churches have turned against 
evangelism is because some evangelists 
have been discourteous to pastors and 
have not given them the help they could. 

Having said this, however, I must add 
that there is much evidence that pastors 
need to co-operate more heartily with 
evangelists. There was a day not very 
long ago in the work of evangelism and 
revival when all the churches of a given 
town would close their doors and co-oper- 
ate. No wonder men like Billy Sunday got 
big crowds. For years Billy Sunday would 
not go to a town unless every church in 
the town agreed to close its doors and 
unite in the campaign. Consequently the 
choirs of all the churches were on the 
platform, and more important still, the 
ministers. 

Since the churches were closed and 
the people had nowhere else to go, of 
course they came to the tabernacle where 
the campaign was being held. They filled 
it to capacity, and then as they looked up 
and saw their own ministers sitting on 
the platform, they were inspired to co- 
operate, to give and to pray, and to do 
whatever they could to make the cam- 
paign a success. That is the ideal way to 
make an evangelistic series of meetings 
most fruitful in winning souls to Christ. 

We are living in a day when it seems 
next to impossible to get all the ministers 
and churches in any one town to co-oper- 
ate. We are fortunate today if even the 
evangelical churches will unitedly close 
their doors and work together, for even 
among fundamentalists there is much 
division. But it is still true that any town

Dear Sir: March 7, 1765 

Your favor of February 19 came to my 
hand yesterday. I have read it with at- 
tention, and I very willingly sit down to 
offer you my thoughts. Your case re- 
minds me of my own: my first desires 
toward the ministry were attended with 
great uncertainties and difficulties, and 
the perplexity of my own mind was 
heightened by the various and opposite 
judgment of my friends. The advice I 
have to offer is the result of painful ex- 
perience and exercise, and for this reason, 
perhaps, may not be unacceptable to you. 
I pray our gracious 
Lord to make it useful. 

I was long distressed, 
as you are, about what 
was or was not a proper 
call to the ministry. It 
now seems to me an 
easy point to solve, but 
perhaps will not be so to you, till the 
Lord shall make it clear to you in your 
own case. I have not room to say as much 
as I could; in brief, I think it principally 
includes three things: 

1. A warm and earnest desire to be 
employed in this service I apprehend 
that the man who is once moved by the 
Spirit of God to this work will prefer it, 
if attainable, to thousands of gold and 
silver; so that though he is at times in- 
timidated by a sense of its importance 
and difficulty compared with his own 
great insufficiency (for it is to be pre- 
sumed a call of this sort, if indeed from 
God, will be accompanied with humility 
and self-abasement), yet he cannot give 
it up. 

I hold it a good rule to inquire on this 
point whether the desire to preach is 
most fervent in our most lively and 
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spiritual frames and when we are most 
laid in the dust before the Lord. If so, 
it is a good sign. But if, as is sometimes 
the case, a person is very earnest to be 
a preacher to others when he finds but 
little hungerings and .thirstings after 
grace in his own soul, it is then to be 
feared his zeal springs rather from a 
selfish principle than from the Spirit of 
God. 

2. Besides this affectionate desire and 
readiness to preach, there must in due 
season appear some competent sufficiency 
as to gifts, knowledge and utterance. 
Surely if the Lord 
sends a man to teach 
others, He will furnish 
him with the means. 
I believe many have 
intended well in set- 
ting up for preachers, 
who yet went beyond 
or before their call in so doing. The main 
difference between a minister and a pri- 
vate Christian seems to consist in these 
ministerial gifts, which are imparted to 
him not for his own sake, but for the 
edification of others. 

But then I say, these are to appear in 
due season: they are not to be expected 
instantaneously, but gradually, in the use 
of proper means. They are necessary for 
the discharge of the ministry; but not 
necessary as prerequisites to warrant our 
desires after it. In your case, you are 
young and have time before you; there- 
fore, I think you need not as yet perplex 
yourself with inquiring if you have these 
gifts already. It is sufficient if your de- 
sire is fixed and you are willing, in the 
way of prayer and diligence, to wait 
upon the Lord for them, as yet you need 
them not.

3. That which finally evidences a 
oroper call is a correspondent opening in 
providence, by a gradual train of circum- 
stances, pointing out the means, the time, 
the place of actually entering upon the 
work. And till this coincidence arrives, 
you must not expect to be always clear 
from hesitation in your own mind. The 
principal caution on this head is not to 
be too hasty in catching at first appear- 
ances. If it be the Lord’s will to bring 
you into His ministry, He has already 
appointed your place and service; and 
though you know it not at present, you 
shall at a proper time. If you had the 
talents of an angel, you could do no good 
with them till His hour is come, and till 
He leads you to the people whom He has 
determined to bless by your means. 

It is very difficult to restrain ourselves 
within the bounds of prudence here. 
When our zeal is warm, a sense of the 
love of Christ upon our hearts, and a 
tender compassion for poor sinners are 
ready to prompt us to break out too soon; 
but he that believeth shall not make 
haste. I was about five years under this 
constraint. Sometimes I thought I must 
preach, though it was in the streets. I 
listened to everything that seemed plaus- 
ible, and to many things which were not 
so. But the Lord graciously, and as it 
were insensibly, hedged up my way with 
thorns; otherwise, if I had been left to 
my own spirit, I should have put it quite 
out of my power to have been brought 
into such a sphere of usefulness as He in 
His good time has been pleaséd to lead 
me to. 

And I can now see clearly that at the 
time I would first have gone out, though 
my intention was, I hope, good in the 
main, yet I overrated myself and had not 
that spiritual judgment and experience 
which are requisite for so great a service. 
I wish you, therefore, to take time; and 
if you have a desire to enter into the 
Established Church, endeavor to keep 
your zeal within moderate bounds and 
avoid everything that might unnecessar- 
ily clog your admission with difficulties. 

I would not have you hide your profes- 
sion, or to be backward to speak for God; 
but avoid what looks like preaching and 
be content with being a learner in the 
school of Christ for some years. The delay 
will not be lost time; you will be so much 
the more acquainted with the gospel, 
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with your own heart, and with human 
nature. The last is a necessary branch of 
a minister’s knowledge and can be ac- 
quired only by comparing what passes 
within us, and around us, with what we 
read in the Word of God. 

I am glad to find you have a distaste 
for both Arminian and Antinomian doc- 
trines; but let not the mistakes of others 
sit too heavy upon you. Be thankful for 
the grace that has made you to differ. Be 
ready to give a reason for the hope that is 
in you, with meekness and fear; but 
beware of engaging in disputes without 
evident necessity and some probable hope 
of usefulness. They tend to eat out the 
life and savor of religion and to make 
the soul lean and dry. Where God has 
begun a real work of grace, incidental 
mistakes will be lessened by time and ex- 
perience; where He has not, it is of little 
signification what sentiments people 
hold, or whether they call themselves 
Arminians or Calvinists. 

I agree with you, it is time enough for 
you to think of Oxford yet; and that if 
your purpose is fixed and all circum- 
stances render it prudent and proper to 
devote yourself to the ministry, you will 
do well to spend a year or two in private 
studies. It would be further helpful, in 
this view, to place yourself where there is 


| gospel preaching and a lively people. 


If your favorable opinion of this place 


| should induce you to come here, I shall 


be very ready to give you every assistance 
in my power. As I have trod exactly the 
path you seem to be setting out in, I 


q might so far perhaps, be more service- 


able than those who are in other respects 
much better qualified to assist you. I 
doubt not but in this, and every other 
step, you will intreat the Lord’s direction; 
and I hope you will not forget to pray for 


your affectionate friend.

URING four 
D long weeks, 

the disabled 
sailing vessel, 
bound for England, 
tossed and drifted in the grip of a great 
storm. Death stared the crew in the face 
constantly. Meanwhile the heart of 
twenty - three - year-old John Newton 
wrestled with conviction. 

For nine years—since reading Shaftes- 
bury’s Characteristics—he had regarded 
himself as a freethinker, scorning belief 
in God. His rough and tumble life on the 
sea had led him into England’s navy and 
out again, disgraced; to duty on a slave- 
trading ship; and finally into the service 
of a slave dealer in whose hands he had 
become a virtual slave himself. Now he 
had escaped only to be confronted with 
possible shipwreck and death at sea. 

But God’s hand was on John Newton

(1725-1807) 


and the ship reached port safely. Before 
Newton arrived in his native England, 
however, he had become a new creature 
in Christ Jesus, receiving Him as Saviour 
on March 21, 1748. 

This man, who by his own words was 
“once an infidel and libertine, a servant 
of slaves in Africa,” was later ordained 
to the ministry and lived to write such 
great hymns as “Amazing Grace,” “Glori- 
ous Things of Thee Are Spoken,” and 
“Safely Through Another Week.”

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surprises you, and your heart smites you, 
do not stand astonished as if there was 
no help, nor give way to sorrow as if 
there was no hope, nor attempt to heal 
yourself; but away immediately to the 
throne of grace, to the Great Physician, 
to the compassionate High Priest, and 
tell Him all. Satan knows that if he can 
keep us from confession, our wounds will 
rankle; but profit by David’s experience 
(Ps. 32:3-5). When we are simple and 
openhearted in abasing ourselves before 
the Lord, though we have acted foolishly 
and ungratefully, He will seldom let us 
remain long without affording us a sense 
of His compassion. For He is gracious; 
He knows our frame and how to bear 
with us, though we can hardly bear with 
ourselves, or with one another. 

The main thing is to have the heart 
right with God; this will bring us in the 
end safely through many mistakes and 
blunders. But a double mind, a selfish 
spirit that would halve things between 
God and the world, the Lord abhors. 
Though I have not yet had many oppor- 
tunities of commending your prudence, 
I have always had a good opinion of your 
sincerity and integrity. If I am not mis- 
taken in this, I make no doubt of your 
doing well. If the Lord is pleased to bless 
you, He will undoubtedly make you 
humble; for you cannot be either happy 
or safe or have any probable hope of 
abiding usefulness, without it. 

I do not know that I have had any- 
thing so much at heart in my connec- 
tions with you as to impress you with a 
sense of the necessity and advantages of 
an humble frame of spirit. I hope it has 
not been in vain. Oh, to be little in our 
own eyes! This is the groundwork of 
every grace; this leads to a continual 
dependence upon the Lord Jesus; this is 
the spirit which He has promised to 
bless; this guarantees us good will and 


acceptance among men; for he that 
abaseth himself is sure to be honored. 

That this temper is so hard to attain 
and preserve is a striking proof of our 
depravity. For are we not sinners? Were 
we not rebels and enemies before we 
knew the gospel? Have we not been un- 
faithful, backsliding, and unprofitable 
ever since? Are we not redeemed by the 
blood of Jesus—and can we stand a single 
moment except He upholds us? Have we 
anything which we have not received—or 
have we received anything which we have 
not abused? Why then is dust and ashes 
proud? 

I am glad you have found some spirit- 
ual acquaintance in your barren land. 
I hope you will be helpful to them, and 
they to you. You do well to guard against 
every appearance of evil. If you are 
heartily for Jesus, Satan owes you a 
grudge. One way or other he will try to 
cut you out work, and the Lord may suf- 
fer him to go to the length of his chain. 
But though you are to keep your eye 
upon him and expect to hear trom him 
at every step, you need not be slavishly 
afraid of him. For Jesus is stronger and 
wiser than he, and there is a complete 
suit of armor provided for all who are 
engaged on the Lord’s side.

The Future of Missions 
in Red China 


By J. HERBERT KANE 


facing the gravest crisis in their 
history. With the Communist vic- 
tory, religion in general, particularly 
Christianity, has fallen on evil days. Dur- 
ing the past two years there has been a 
large exodus of missionaries from China. 
The missionary body, which rose rapidly 
following the Japanese surrender in 1945, 
has dropped to 1,760, according to sta- 
tistics released in September by the Na- 
tional Christian Council. And the exodus 
continues with between fifty and one 
hundred missionaries leaving the field 
each month. 
The last missionaries to enter China— 
a@ group of forty-nine new workers under 
the China Inland Mission—arrived in 
Chungking by air from Hong Kong 
shortly before “liberation” in the fall of 
1949. Since then no missionaries, new or 
old, have been permitted to enter China 
from abroad. If this one-way traffic con- 
tinues, it will be only a matter of time 
until the Protestant missionary body is 


FTER a century of unparalleled prog- 
A ress, foreign missions in China are

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reduced to a handful of veterans who in- 
tend to live and die in the land of their 
adoption. 

It is difficult to give an accurate picture 
of the over-all situation in a country as 
large as China. Conditions in Manchuria 
and north China are quite different from 
those in south and west China. In the 
whole of Manchuria, for example, with a 
population as large as France, only three 
stations are still manned by foreign per- 
sonnel — Antung, Mukden, and Harbin. 

In Hopeh province there are only two 
missionaries outside of Peking and Tien- 
tsin. 

A similar situation exists in the prov- 
ince of Shantung, where churches were 
once numerous and prosperous. Apart 
from Tsinan and Tsingtao, where there 
are some thirty-six missionaries, mostly 
in institutional work, there is only one 
other foreign missionary—a woman living 
in the small town of Pingyin. 

In Shansi there are ten missionaries in 
three centers. In Honan there are only 
four missionaries, one man and three 
women, located in four different places. 
Thus fewer than 10 per cent of the mis- 
sionaries now on the field are located in 
north China. So far all attempts to get 


back into the north have been blocked 
by the authorities. 

How about the other 90 per cent located 
in south and west China? How are they 
faring? To what extent are they free to 
carry on their work? Will they be per- 
mitted to remain? If so, how long? On 
the answer to these questions, .humanly 
speaking, depends the future of Christian 
missions in China. 


i ARE TWO FACTORS which, 
in theory at least, ought to make it pos- 
sible for missionaries to continue. First, 
the government has promised to protect 
the lives and property of all law-abiding 
foreign nationals in China. Second, the 
new constitution, known as the Common 
Program, contains a clause guaranteeing 
religious liberty. 

This is good as far as it goes, and cer- 
tainly it is infinitely more than we dared 
hope for two years ago. Nevertheless, as 
all the world knows, in all Communist 
countries there is a wide gap between the 
promise and the performance. 

So it is in China today. No amount of 
window dressing can conceal the fact 
that the new regimé, following the Marx- 
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ist line, regards religion as the “opiate 
of the people.” Its leaders consider the 
Church to be an “unhealthy organism,” 
which will die of its own accord when 


> outside support is withdrawn. They also 
© look upon missionaries as spies in the 


secret employ of their home governments. 


| That the great majority of missionaries 
' come from the “imperialistic” countries 


of the West only serves to deepen this 
suspicion. Naturally they want to get rid 


' of us as quickly as possible. How to 
' achieve their purpose, and at the same 
' time save their face, is the problem now 


confronting them. 
They could, of course, issue orders for 
immediate expulsion of all missionaries 


' from the country. In that event, we 


should all be obliged to clear out lock, 


stock, and barrel, without delay. But such 


a drastic move would be a violation of 


q the principles of international law, and 
' would damage their reputation abroad at 


a time when China is anxious to gain 
United Nations. So 





less_ violent, 


they must devise other, 
methods. 
One means they are using is anti- 


foreign propaganda. Now antiforeign 
propaganda is nothing new in China. 
Missionaries have been up against this 
problem since Robert Morrison landed in 
Canton in 1807. But Communist propa- 
ganda is different. If the people at large 
believed one-tenth of what they see in 
the press and hear over the air, no for- 
eigner, certainly no American, would be 
able to venture onto the street without 
being lynched by an angry mob. 

Fortunately for us, the Communists 
have not yet won the hearts of the peo- 
ple; consequently, their vitriolic propa- 
ganda, for the most part, falls on deaf 
ears. What the situation will be ten years 
from now is difficult to say. I shudder 
to think what life for the foreign mis- 
sionary will be like when the present 
propaganda-fed generation of school 
children comes of age and takes its place 
in public life. 

Another means Communists are using 
with telling effect is restriction of travel. 
Ever since “liberation” —that much- 
abused word—missionaries have not been 
permitted to travel except on rare occa- 
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sions for “essential” business. Needless to 
say, preaching is not regarded as essen- 
tial business. These irksome restrictions 
do not greatly affect missionaries engaged 
in institutional work, but evangelistic 
missionaries, whose work requires them 
to be constantly on the road, find them- 
selves virtually immobilized. 

Before “liberation,” I headed an evan- 
gelistic team which traveled about the 
country with a public address system, 
holding two-week campaigns in the 
larger cities of our province. For the past 
eighteen months I have been confined to 
the city and the P.A. system has re- 
mained idle. 


Amon FACTOR is a new law 
calling for the separation of Church and 
State. This, of course, is no different 
from America, and should not militate 
against religious work; but like a good 
many other things in Red China, this 
principle has been carried too far. Reli-

the provinces of north China, where the 
visible Church has all but ceased to 
exist, and where mission property has 
been either confiscated or converted to 
secular use. Two years ago when I evacu- 
ated my former station in the north we 
had 150 outstations in connection with 
the church. Today fewer than one-third 
are still open. And the big church in the 
city which used to draw a regular con- 
gregation of 800 is only a shadow of its 
former self. Whereas we used to have 
more than twenty services a week, now 
they have only one, and quite frequently 
even that meets with interference. 


De HOW HAS the Christian 
witness in schools, hospitals, and other 
mission institutions been affected? Obvi- 
ously the effect is very great. As a result 
of the regulation calling for separation of 
Church and State, mission schools sup- 
ported with foreign funds have been 
stripped of every vestige of Christian in- 


__ With @ population of almost 500 million souls, China is with- 
out doubt the greatest mission field in the world.

gion now must not be mixed up with 
politics, education, social service, or daily 
life. It must be strictly confined to the 
sacred precincts of the church. 

In large areas of China, principally in 
the north, churches are permitted to hold 
only one service a week. Weekday meet- 
ings are forbidden on the grounds that 
they “interfere with production.” In other 
words, China’s new rulers are permitting 
just enough religious activity to back up 
their claim of religious liberty. 

True, churches in the larger cities near 
the coast have been comparatively free 
from government interference. They have 
been able to carry on their usual program 
of activities, including cottage meetings, 
open-air services, and even radio broad- 
casts. But Shanghai always has been, and 
still is, the show window of China. The 
presence of so many foreign nationals— 
40,000 before the turn-over—makes it 
highly desirable for the local authorities 
to maintain a semblance of religious lib- 
erty if only to present to the world a 
tangible token of the “new democracy.” 
Behind this fagade they carry on their 
persecution of the Church in inland 
China. 

If anyone doubts this, let him look at 


1 forty million dollars a year. 


Though the number of Christian converts is riot large com- 
pared with the total population, yet their influence. is great. 
More than 35 per cent of those in China's Who's Who received 

"their higher education in mission institutions. And practically 
every reform movement in the past fifty years has been con- 
nected, directly or indirectly, with the Christian Church. In 
no other major mission field has the impact of Christianity 
been more widely felt. 


fluence. Religious instruction is taboo; 
even religious magazines, books, pictures, 
and slogans are prohibited. 

I know of one Chinese principal who 
was jailed for more than a week for tak- 
ing to class, for her own reading in leisure 
time, a copy of Tien Feng Pao, a religious 
weekly. In many high schools mission- 
aries are no longer allowed even to teach 
English, for fear that their presence 
among the students might have a con- 
taminating influence. How long will mis- 
sion societies be willing to support schools 
and universities from which all Christian 
influence has been removed, and whose 
students are steeped in anti-American, 
anti-Christian propaganda? 

Mission hospitals are facing the same 
problem. Here, too, Christian workers 
find their hands tied. Even Chinese evan- 
gelists can no longer be employed by 
Christian hospitals. How long will Chris- 
tian doctors be willing to forego lucrative 
practices at home to bury themselves in 
some hot, dusty, horse-and-buggy town 
in inland China if they are not permitted 
to minister to the needs of the soul as 
well as the needs of the body? 

Still another obstacle to missionary

HAD just corrected my older daughter 
for using a common slang term that 
I would rather not have in her vo- 
cabulary. 

“O Mother,” she protested, “it doesn’t 
mean anything!” 

I replied that there might not be harm 
in it, but that I preferred she should not 
use such expressions. 

Just then five-year-old Bonnie broke 
in. “Now, Nellie,” she said, “you just go 
see what the Boble [Bible] says about 
that!” 

She was very emphatic and earnest, 
and I had to smile in spite of myself. 
But how grateful I was that she should 
offer her older sister such sound advice. 

To what do your children go tor final 
authority? Would it occur to them to 
seek the counsel of the Scriptures? They 
will if you make it a practice to go to the 
Bible for the answer to your own daily 
needs and problems, and if you are teach- 
ing them to do the same.

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It is the natural thing to consult the 
dictionary about words, the atlas for 


maps and geography, the almanac for 


weather and good planting times. Why 
should it not be just as natural in our 
Christian homes to consult the Book of 
books when a question of conduct or 
character arises? 

I assume, of course, that you have al- 
ready acknowledged the authority of the 
Scriptures with respect to your own sal- 
vation and that of your family; that you 
have placed your faith in Christ, and 
that you are prayerfully concerned for 
unsaved children in the home. All too 
often, however, after these eternal issues 
have been settled, parents relegate the 
Bible to the background, without making 
God’s Word and its precepts an integral 
and vital part of their everyday lives. 


i. CAN THE BIBLE be what 
it should be in your home? One secret of 
giving God’s Word its rightful place is to 
become well acquainted with it yourself. 
You will have to know what it says and 


where to find what you want when you F 
want it. Be sure to attend any Bible & 


classes your church may offer, in addition 


to the regular preaching services. Your f 


pastor may even be willing to inaugurate 
a special Bible class for parents, if enough 
parents show interest. If this is not pos- 
sible, probably he can recommend a 
Bible correspondence course which would 
be helpful. 

Of course, steady, patient, and prayer- 
ful reading of the Word on your own 
part is indispensable in acquiring a grow- 
ing knowledge of the Scriptures. The Holy 
Spirit is the great Bible Teacher, and He 
will reveal the truths of God’s Word to 
any believer who seeks His teaching. A 
concordance is an invaluable help in dis- 
covering what the Scriptures have to say 
on any given subject and is a good in- 
vestment for any home. 

Let me warn you at the outset that if 
you expect your children to honor the 
Scriptures, you will have to honor them

yourself. When little Johnny succumbs 
to the temptation to buy an ice cream 
cone with sister’s nickel, don’t tell him 
that the Bible says, “Thou shalt not 
steal,” and then bring home a bag of 
apples picked up from some farmer's 
orchard when there was no one around 
to watch. When you catch Susie in a fib, 
don’t tell her that the Bible says, “Thou 
shalt not bear false witness,’ and then 
tell an untruth yourself the first time 
the truth is not convenient. 

When I first became a Christian, it 
seemed strange to me that the Lord 
should have to admonish believers to be 
truthful, but I have found that all too 
often Christians handle the truth lightly. 

It also seemed a sorry thing that we 
should have to be reminded to be courte- 
ous (I Pet. 3:8). Teaching children good 
manners seems many times to be a losing 
battle, but it is much more easily accom- 
plished when they know there is a “Thus 
saith the Lord” for it. Truthfulness, 
honesty and courtesy are best taught 
when example is added to precept. 


[| _— most important 
step in establishing the authority of the 
Scriptures in your home is the setting 
up and maintaining of a family altar— 
a daily time when parents and children 
read and consult the Word of God to- 
gether. You will be thrilled with the op- 
portunities opened to make the Word 
real to the little ones. They will be quick 
to make the applications, and soon the 
teaching of the Bible will become real 
and practical to them. 

One way to make family worship more 
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meaningful, especially for younger mem- 
bers of the family, is to tie in what is 
read With everyday experiences. Some 
time ago, aS most families do, we had 
been watching a pair of robins care tor 
their babies in a nest. We thought it was 
a good time to read Psalm 36. Naturally 
the seventh verse had real meaning to 
all of us: ““How excellent is they loving- 
kindness, O God! therefore the children 
of men put their trust under the shadow 
of thy wings.” Before we prayed, we sang 
the hymn, “Under His Wings,” and I am 
sure everybody left the table with hearts 
happy in the knowledge of God's love 
and care. 

Still another means of establishing the 
authority of the Bible is to encourage 
the older children to read God’s Word 
for themselves. See to it that they have 
a Bible that has good clear black print 
so they won’t be discouraged when they 
come to read it. Then give them a little 
guidance as to what to read, in order to 
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keep them from getting lost in portions 
too difficult for their years. 

Don’t make the mistake of thinking, 
“Oh, they are only children, and what 
can they get out of it anyway?” Many 
times children have keener spiritual per- 
ception than their elders. Never forget 
that God meets the little ones on their 
own ground. I have seen Him do it. To 
me, that is one of the wonderful evi- 
dences of His matchless grace. Re- 
member, Christ said we must become as 
little children to enter the kingdom of 
heaven. 


\\ E HAVE FOUND from experi- 
ence that the Word will succor the chil- 
dren as it does the grownups. Some time 
ago Nellie became very nervous at night. 
We had come home from vacation to find 
that someone had broken into our house 
while we were away, forcing the laundry 
door which was beneath her bedroom 
window. This seemed all the more serious 
to her, since we lived in a rambling 
eleven-room house and her room was at 
a distance from ours. 

Months after the discovery that the 
house had been entered, she remarked, 
“I never go to bed at night without 
thinking of robbers.” (Her father was 
traveling much of the time and often she 
and little Bonnie and I were alone in 
the big house.) 

I was surprised to learn that she was 
still uneasy, and I suggested that she 
read the Psalms before she went to bed 
each night. 

The next morning she said, “That was 
good advice you gave me, Mother, about 
reading the Psalms. Look what the one 
said that I read last night.” She was 
pointing to Psalm 56:3: “What time I 
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am afraid, I will trust in thee.” 

This conversation took place four years 
ago. Just now I used her Bible—which is 
a new one—to check the reference, and I 
found verses 3 and 4 of this psalm under- 
lined in red. 


o_o APPROACH {tO assur- 
ing a proper place for the Bible in your 
home lies in teaching your children to 
tithe. Many parents realize their respon- 
sibility to teach their children how to 
handle money, but in doing this, never 
think to include in the training the in- 
struction that part of the money should 
be laid aside for the Lord. Nellie calls 
this “percenting.” She puts a certain 
per cent of all the money she receives 
into a savings fund and a certain per cent 
into a clothes fund. Another portion is 
laid aside for the Lord. The remainder is 
then hers to use as she pleases. Such an 
arrangement is a constant reminder ot 
the claims of God and His Word upon 
them. 

At our house we have found that aware- 
ness of the standards of the Scriptures 
pays dividends in many ways—in matters 
of immediate as well as long-range im- 
portance. Bonnie put her realization otf 
this into words the other day when she 
said, “I know why Jesus died on the 
cross for us—so we wouldn’t keep on 
being bad.” Many an incipient quarrel 
has been broken up by the quiet reminder

OE unto them! for they went in 
the way of Cain, and ran riot- 
ously in the error of Balaam for 


hire, and perished in the gain- 
saying of Korah” (Jude 11, A.S.V.). 

The tremendous sweep of the revela- 
tion in Jude 11 is almost beyond com- 
prehension. Here is a declaration of woe 
unto those guilty of apostasy, woe issu- 
ing from a threefold sin into which they 
have entered by reason of their falling 
away from the path of subjection to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Each phrase is suffi- 
ciently profound to warrant most careful 
study; each word is pregnant with mean- 
ing. 

This is not surprising, because verse 11 
is the heart of the epistle’s structure. It 
stands midway between illustrations 
drawn from the supernatural realm (v. 
9) and from the world of nature (vv. 12, 
13). It is preceded by apostasy in his- 
tory; it is followed by apostasy in proph- 
ecy. It makes personal through individual 
examples the sinfulness of sins already 
exemplified in corporate examples. 


‘ 


Cine FIRST OF ALL the 
characters who are here introduced into 
this divine summary of the acts of the 
apostates in preparation for the final 
prophetic book of the Bible, the Revela- 
tion. Cain was a tiller of the soil; Balaam 
was a prophet; Korah was a prince in 
Israel. One reason for this selection of 
three men may be to demonstrate that 
apostasy is not confined to one class of 
persons. This evil is not peculiar to 
religious leaders. It touches prophets, 
princes and people alike. There are 
apostates in pulpit, palace, and poor- 
house. Individually Cain, Balaam and 
Korah speak of particular aspects of 
what it means to fall away from the 
truth; together they present a complete 
picture. 

Notice also a remarkable progress of 
thought in our text. Apostates first enter 
upon a wrong path; they then run riot- 
ously down that path; finally they perish 
at its end. Apostasy moves at an ever- 
accelerating pace on a road which runs 
downhill. In the passage before us there 
is no suggestion of a halt nor a turning 
back from the way which leads to de- 
struction. No hope for apostates is to 
be found in all of Jude. Their doom is 
sure. To them is reserved the blackness 
of darkness forever. 

The hopelessness of the picture re- 
minds us of Hebrews 6:4-6: “It is impos- 
sible for those who were once enlightened,

and have tasted of the heavenly gift, 
and were made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, and have tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world to 
come, if they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance.” 


Like the swine of II Peter 2:20-22, such 
were never the true sheep of the Good 
Shepherd. Like the swine of Mark 5:13, 
the whole herd of apostates run violently 
down a steep place into the sea of God’s 
wrath, called in Scripture the lake of 
fire. Once they come under the power 
of “doctrines of demons” (I Tim. 4:1) 
so that they fall away consciously from 
the truth of God they once tasted, there 
seems to be no arresting their downward 
course. How else can the terrible words 
of our blessed Lord be explained, “They 
could not believe” (John 12:39)? What 





other explanation unfolds the meaning 
of II Thessalonians 2:10-12: “They re- 
ceived not the love of the truth, that 
they might be saved. And for this cause 
God sendeth them a working of error, 
that they should believe a lie: that they 
all might be judged who believed not the 
truth, but had pleasure in unrighteous- 
ness” (A,S.V.) ? 


Read the text again. It is an inspired 
commentary on the peril of turning away 
from the truth of John 14:6. Christ is 
the Way, the Truth, the Life. An apostate 
is one who will not have the Son of Man 
to reign over him. He knowingly chooses 
the way of Cain for the way of Christ, 
the error of Balaam for the truth of 
Christ, the perishing of Korah for the 
life of Christ. 


Another element in the progress of 
thought in Jude 11 appears if we rewrite 
it more literally. “In the way of Cain 
they went away, and in the wandering 
of Balaam for reward they rushed head- 
long, and in the rebellion of Korah they 
perished.” Apostasy begins with a way, 
it leads to a wandering, it becomes a 
rebellion. Men enter that false way, they 
rush headlong in that wandering, they 
perish in that rebellion. 


L, IS NECESSARY to recall some | 


of the details in each of three Old Testa- 
ment records if we are to understand 
what these three examples signify. What 
is the way of Cain? In the First Psalm, 
it is called the way of sinners, the way 
of the ungodly. Solomon reterred to it 
when he wrote, “There is a way that 
seemeth right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death” (Prov. 
16:25). The Bible often makes reference 
to it. 

Genesis 4:1-7 informs us that Cain 
brought a sacrifice to God of the fruit 
of the cursed ground, while Abel brought 
a lamb of the flock. We know both boys 
had been taught the truth that God could 
be approached only through the blood 
of an innocent substitute, because we 
know that Abel brought his lamb “by 
faith” (Heb. 11:4), that is, by believing 
what God had said about it. Cain brought 
something else; doubtless aesthetically 
more pleasing than a slain lamb, but 
displeasing to God because it meant the 
setting aside of His word. This is the 
first reference to the way of Cain. 

When the shed blood is set aside for 
something else, so that a man devotes 
himself to some message other than the 
good news of salvation from sin through 
Christ, he walks in the way of Cain. He 
may not become a murderer as did Cain, 
but he has taken Cain’s place of rejec- 
tion of God’s way of salvation. He may 
not think he is defiled with the blood of 
his brother, but he has taken Cain’s place 
in spurning God’s gracious offer of salva- 
tion through the shedding of blood, apart 
from which there is no remission (Heb. 
9:22). If he teaches others by precept 
or example to follow his pernicious way, 
he actually becomes guilty of their bloou. 
“When I say unto the wicked, Tnou shalt 
surely die; and thou givest him’ not warn- 
ing, nor speakest to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way, to save his life; 
the same wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I require at 
thine hand” (Ezek. 3:18). 

The most arresting contrast between 
the two paths to be found in all Scrip- 
ture was given by Christ in Matthew 7: 
13, 14: “Broad is the way that leadeth 
to destruction . . . narrow is the way 
which ieadeth unto life.” He spoke of two 
ways, two gates, two companies and two 
destinies which have ever divided hu- 
mankind. Few there be that find the nar- 
row way; many there be that go on the 
broad way. 

The men of whom Jude writes “went 
away” (lit.) in this wrong path. The 
word means to pass from one place to 
another, to depart. The same original 
term appears in Matthew 25:41, “Depart 
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from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his angels.” 

Jude is speaking of those who once 
were erlightened by the truth concern- 
ing Christ and convicted by it. They 
yoluntarily departed from their position, 
cast away their position, cast away their 
opportunity. In another day they will 
be compelled to depart from Christ for- 
ever. The free choice of the present 
determines the unchangeable destiny of 
the future. 


F URTHER TO DESCRIBE those 
who have entered upon the way of Cain, 
the Holy Spirit now changes the figure 
from Cain to Balaam, and introduces new 
terminology. How well the translation 
of the American Standard Version fits 
the case. Riotously they live before they 
perish. They are lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God (II Tim. 3:4). 
The expression “ran riotously” is even 
more graphic in the original Greek. They 
“have been poured forth,” like a reservoir 
bursting its banks and running on a 
rampage. When the restraint of Christ 
is thrown aside, there is little to check 
the evil inclinations of the corrupt human 
will. 

It will be remembered that Balaam 
was a prophet greedy for gold. When 
Israel had come to the end of her wilder- 
ness wanderings and was about to enter 
the promised land, the chief men of the 
idolatrous nations Moab and Midian, 
fearing Israel, sought to hire Balaam to 
curse that nation. When the prophet 
sought counsel from the Lord, He said, 
“Thou shalt not go with them; thou 
shalt not curse the people: for they are 
blessed” (Num. 22:12). Not satisfied with 
this answer, which should have been 
sufficient had he honored the word of 
God, Balaam made further request to

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go, and was given permission, only to 
discover that God would not permit him 
to utter anything but blessings upon 
Israel. 

As Moses summarized it, “They hired 
against thee Balaam the son of Beor of 
Pethor of Mesopotamia, to curse thee. 
Nevertheless the Lord thy God would 
not hearken unto Balaam; but the Lord 
thy God turned the curse into a blessing 
unto thee, because the Lord thy God 
loved thee” (Deut. 23:4, 5). 

Deprived of the rewards promised him 
by Balak, king of Moab, Balaam’s cov- 
etous heart conceived an evil thought. 
If he could counsel the women of Midian 
and Moab to tempt the Israelites and 
cause them to sin, God would have to 
punish His people, Balak’s purpose would 
be served, and Balaam would be rich. 

Three brief quotations must suffice to 
describe the success of this plan to 
circumvent the Lord’s purpose. The 
daughters of Moab and Midian seduced 
the sons of Israel. They “called the 
people unto the sacrifices of their gods: 
and the people did eat, and bowed down 
to their gods. And Israel joined himself 
unto Baal-peor: and the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Israel” (Num. 
25:2, 3). How this came about is re- 
corded in Numbers 31:16: “Behold, these 
[women of Midian] caused the children 
of Israel, through the counsel of Balaam, 
to commit trespass against the Lord in 
the matter of Peor, and there was a 
plague among the congregation of the 
Lord.” 

To these statements may be added 
Revelation 2:14: “The doctrine of 
Balaam, who taught Balak to cast a 
stumbling block before the children of 
Israel, to eat things sacrificed to idols, 
and to commit fornification.” 

Balaam took the way of Cain. He 
doubtless lived riotously afterward, but 





he perished miserably with the enemies 
of God at last. The inevitable day of 
judgment finally came for him. Israel 
overcame her enemies, and “Balaam also 
the son of Beor, the soothsayer, did the 
children of Israel slay with the sword 
among them that were slain by them” 
(Josh. 13:22). He perished at the end 
of the broad way. 

These old records tell us what Jude 
means by “the error of Balaam for hire.” 
It is the error of all apostates, the sac- 
rificing of eternal riches for temporal 
gain. It is running riot on the broad 
ways of earth. It is lust for “the pleas- 
ures of sin for a season,” greed for “the 
treasures of Egypt” (Heb. 11:25). It is 
a compelling desire to gain some part of 
the world even at the loss of the soul. 
What does such an error profit a man 
(Mark 8:36)? Many have followed the 
example of Demas by forsaking God’s 
people, “having loved this present world” 
(II Tim. 4:10). 


Cine moRE the Holy Spirit 
introduces a new character through Jude, 
to complete this concise description of 
apostasy found in three men who fell 
away from revealed truth. Apostates 
perish in the “gainsaying,” or rebellion, 
of Korah. 

The student of Scripture should not 
overlook the fact that all three state- 
ments in Jude 11 are in the past tense. 
It is a very solemn truth that in God’s 
sight those who go on in the way of Cain 
have already perished. The doom of 
apostates is no less sure than the glorifi- 
cation of the saints as set forth in 
Romans 8:30: “Whom” he called, them 
he also justified: and whom he justified, 
them he also glorified.” God speaks of 
both the doom of the apostate and the 
hope of the [Continued on page 329]

Princeton’s Fifteen Days 





HILE large-scale evangelistic ef- 
\ forts are being carried on in the 
nation’s metropolitan centers, other 
evangelistic campaigns—less in the spot- 
light, but no less important—are being 
conducted in thousands of smaller cities 
throughout the country. 

Reports of a recent evangelistic cam- 
paign in Princeton, W. Va., under the 
preaching ministry of Eddie Martin of 
Lancaster, Pa., indicate an unusual im- 
pact on that city of 8,000. Capacity crowds 
marked the series of meetings, climaxed 
on the final evening by a congregation 
equal to approximately one-third of the 
city’s population. Possibly a tenth of 
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in order to hear the gospel message. 


Basing his efforts to reach young people on 
personal contact, Eddie Martin takes time to 
watch a high school football game from the 
Princeton players’ bench. 


Princeton’s residents—as well as many 
from the surrounding area—are reported 
to have made decisions for Christ during 
the campaign. 

Five Princeton churches, along with 
several in the outlying country, shared 
in sponsoring the meetings, the first city- 
wide campaign ever conducted in that 
community. Services were held in a tent 
which seated approximately 1,750 persons. 

During the fifteen-day campaign, 968 
persons responded to a clear-cut salvation 
invitation. Among these were many 
young people, including the entire Prince- 
ton high school football team. Those 
making decisions were dealt with in 
groups by the evangelist in an after 
meeting, where they were given a scrip- 
tural basis for assurance and encour- 
aged to unite with the church of their 
choice. 

A noteworthy feature of the campaign 
was its success in reaching young people. 
Thirty-year-old Evangelist Martin, who 
was graduated from Moody Bible Insti- 
tute in Chicago in 1942, believes in con-

tacting young people personally on their 
own ground, as the basis of later winning 
them for Christ. 

In Princeton he visited the high school 
to get acquainted with teen-age groups. 
In addition to reminding students of the 
meetings, he invited the school’s football 
team to attend one of the meetings in a 
body. Later at the services, young peo- 
ple heard forceful gospel preaching, and 
decisions for Christ and for consecration 
followed. 

Older people, too, turned out for gospel 
preaching in spite of adverse weather. 
Crowds came through heavy rains dur- 
ing part of the campaign period, walked 
through mud up to their shoetops, and 
sat through services in spite of extreme 
cold on some evenings. Perhaps the best 
indication of the success of Princeton’s 
first city-wide campaign, however, is that 
its pastors have already invited Martin 
back for another similar series.

Large 
crowds, much prayer, Holy Ghost power 
and confession of sin among believers 
characterized this effort. As a result of 
personal work done in the community, 
several confessed Christ as their Saviour.

its ranks loyalty and zeal and limitless 
sacrifice, so that members of the Com- 
munist party surrender themselves, body 
and soul, to this ideal. This applies to 
every department of the Communist 
party. 

Most Christians, even if they wished, 
could not join the Communist organi- 
zation. The party would not be interested. 
Lenin had a slogan, “Fewer, but better,” 
and in view of their absolute limitless 
loyalty, devotion, and sacrifice, Commu- 
nists have become a threat to the entire 
world. 

What a challenge this should be to the 
Christian! Who is greater, Marx or 
Christ? We have a leader infinitely more 
wonderful, infinitely grander than any- 
thing Communism can produce. He said, 
“If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross daily 
and follow me.” 

The only adequate answer to the Com- 
munist comes when the Christian takes 
that literally, believes it, and brings his 
life in full abandon and full surrender to 
Christ. Humanly speaking, faith can be 
overcome only by faith, courage by cour- 
age, loyalty by loyalty, devotion by devo- 
tion. The Communists stand as a chal- 
lenge to the Christian to bring to their 
Leader a greater fight, a, greater loyalty, 
a greater devotion, a greater discipline, a 
more glorious self-denial than anything 
that Communism can show.

ost of us missionaries who go to the 
M foreign field are not adequately 

equipped! It is true that our 
churches vouch for the reality of our 
salvation, that we are graduates of a 
Bible school, that we have had a bit of 
medical training, and that we have been 
used in winning souls to the Lord. Pos- 
sibly some of us have already passed a 
language test! 

Moreover, we have spent some weeks 
in the mission home to demonstrate to 
the board that we can get along with 
other people, etc. But a great percentage 
of us know little about the people to 
whom we are going. 

It is often our ignorance of the beliefs, 
religion, customs and life of the people 
which causes us to make many errors 
and to offend the very ones to whom we 
have come to minister. Instead of gain- 
ing their confidence, sometimes we drive 
them farther away. The result is that 
they do not come to believe our message. 

At times, if we only understood, we 
could readily avoid doing things that 
would violate their taboos and so disrupt 
their family life. For example, among 
the Shipibo Indians the mother-in-law 
and father-in-law never speak to the son- 
in-law, nor the son-in-law to them. It 
is just taboo. 

One day the missionary to the Shipibos 
received a message from the Peruvian 
authorities which made him responsible 
to deliver an order to one of the young 
men in the Indian village. Since the 
chief has supreme authority in this 
Shipibo village, the missionary called the 
chief and told him to bring in the young 
man to receive the order. 

The chief went away and soon reap- 
peared bringing his son-in-law. But 
when the missionary told the chief to 
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give his son-in-law the order, he first 
stammered a bit and then finally told 
the missionary to give the order himself. 
However, the missionary insisted that it 
was the chief’s responsibility, and finally 
he obliged him to give the order. 

Thus unknowingly the missionary 
caused needless embatrassment to the 
chief of the tribe. The breaking of that 
taboo could have meant the losing of 
the man’s son-in-law, or had other dis- 
astrous domestic results. Had he known 
of the taboo, the missionary could have 
read the order to the son-in-law in the 
presence of his chief, and then neither 
one would have been offended. 

Sometimes it is not a taboo but a cus- 
tom which the missionary unwittingly 
violates. A missionary who was teaching 
in the school among the Shipibos no- 
ticed that one girl’s hair was especially 
long, unkempt and full of lice. So with- 
out much ado she grabbed a pair of 
scissors and set about bobbing the girl’s 
hair and cleaning it up. The poor girl 
took on terribly and didn’t want to con- 
tinue in school. You see, among these 
Indians cutting the hair is a sign of 
deep mourning for a loved one! 

When a missionary does know the be- 
liefs of the people, it may help him to 
present the gospel more effectively. To 
the Shipibo Indians, for example, the 
worst sins are stinginess and anger. 
Now if the missionary is aware of this 
belief, he can of course guard against 
appearing stingy and can pray God for 
the grace of patience to keep him from 
losing his temper. But more than this, 
such knowledge gives him an insight 
into what the Indians consider sin, and, 
beginning at this point, the missionary 
can lead them on to consider other acts 
which God declares sinful. 


One morning the missionary found a 
heap of peanut hulls strewn in front of 
the jungle church. Before she had time 
to inquire of the Indians what it meant, 
someone gave her the answer. One of 
their number had planted peanuts that 
morning, and walking over the hulls was 
a sure way to give the planter a good 
harvest. Superstitious, you say? But 
perhaps not more superstitious than 
some American practices. 

Superstition does play a large part in 
the life of these people. When an Indian 
wants to make a dugout canoe, he goes 
into the forest to a place off the beaten 
path. If a woman were to see the canoe 
in the making, it would be sure to split 
from one end to the other! After one 
has been with the Indians for some 
time, perhaps he will be able to explain 
to them why the canoe splits and be be- 
lieved. It is often because of weather 
conditions. 

But when one first goes into a new 
community, he must be very careful not 
to laugh at such superstitious beliefs, 
for this will keep the natives from having 
confidence in him. For instance, they 
believe that if you point your finger at a 
rainbow the finger will rot off. A mis- 
sionary, not knowing this, pointed at 
the rainbow and asked an old Indian 
woman what they called it in her lan- 
guage. The startled old woman grabbed 
the missionary’s hand and pulled it down, 
exclaiming, “Don’t you know that your 
hand will rot off if you point at the 
rainbow?” 

The missionary was tempted to laugh 
at this ridiculous idea. But if she had 
done so she would have offended the 
Indian. If she had retorted, “Oh, I’m 
going to hold up my hand as long as I 
want to, and you will see that it won’t 
rot off,” she might have thought that in 
that way she could disprove the silly 
idea. But her proof would have back- 
fired. The old Indian woman would mere- 
ly have begun to think that the mission- 
ary herself was a demon or a medicine 
man with supernatural powers. 

As is often the case with people who 
live close to nature, human character- 
istics are frequently ascribed to animals, 
and even supernatural powers. One 
morning when a missionary entered an 
Indian woman’s house, she was shown the 
woman’s baby and told, “My baby has 
boils. I struck this turtle shell, laughed 
at it, and my baby got boils.” Then she 
was shown the turtle shell, which had 
rough places all over the surface. Ac- 
cording to the mother, the turtle had 
taken its vengeance on the baby by giv- 
ing it boils. 

On one occasion two canoe loads of 
Indians, together with the missionary and 
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his wife, were returning from a meeting 
in another Indian community. It was 
in the dry season, and all along the river 
cone could see large stretches of beach. 

As they paddled along, the missionary 
spied something in the distance which 
appeared to be a couple of people walk- 
ing on the beach. But on coming closer 
he saw that they were two long-legged 
storks. Quickly he pointed his gun at 
the birds and took a shot. One of the 
birds flew away, but the other floated 
around in the water, his wing crippled. 

The missionary ordered the paddlers 
to draw nearer to the bird. .But when he 
raised his gun to take another shot, his 
wife saw the chief hastily take off his 
hat, cover his face, and command his 
small daughter to cover her face with 
her shawl. She was not to look at the 
bird for fear something terrible would 
happen to baby sister at home. As soon 
as the missionary’s wife saw the chief’s 
distress, she called to her husband that 
this bird was probably taboo. He didn’t 
shoot. 

Then he ordered the Indians to con- 
tinue to paddle the dugout toward home. 
Just before they arrived home a large 
tree fell into the river with a tremendous 
splash. If they had been farther up 
the tree would have fallen on the canoe, 
probably capsizing it and drowning 
some of the passengers. The Indians 
naturally would have blamed such a 
catastrophe on the storks, saying that 
they were taking vengeance on the mis- 
sionaries for molesting them. According 
to Indian belief, these storks are the 
devil’s children, and they kill babies and 
cause other catastrophes. If the mis- 
sionaries had known about this bird be- 
forehand, they would never have mo- 
lested it and would have avoided bring- 
ing worry and distress to their Indian 
friends. 

Unquestionably, missionaries are better 
equipped to do their work if they know 
the native. And they can know him and 
be better able to give him the message of 
life if they will. Careful studies have 
been made of many even of the smaller 
tribes, and books have been written about 
them. The outgoing missionary can learn 
something about the native by reading 
these books. Then, too, he can write to 
missionaries on the field and ask ques- 
tions about the people to whom he is 
going. He can meet with returned mis- 
sionaries from that region and acquaint 
himself with the customs, beliefs, religion, 
taboos and manner of living of the people 
among whom God has called him to 
serve. 

This knowledge will have a great in- 
fluence on his work from the very first. 
Otherwise, he will have to learn by -ex- 
perience, through trial and error, which 
all too often leaves an unfortunate im- 
pression upon the natives. Not infre- 
quently the missionary by his initial mis- 
takes loses the confidence of the people 
and is never really able to regain it. 

So, if we would gain the attention and 
the confidence of the people, if we would 
give forth the gospel message in such a 
way as to have them understand it and 
believe it, if we would see them accept 
our Saviour and the life which He can 
give, we must know the native.

The Interdenomina- 
tional Foreign Mission Association of 
North America is a fellowship of some 
twenty-four faith missions who in their 
various fields employ the services of 4,196 
missionaries, a majority of them from the 
United States and Canada. There has 
never been any question about the con- 
servative theological position of all these 
missions, and evangelical Christians of 
nearly all denominations have contrib- 
uted to their support, while the mission- 
aries themselves are drawn from a variety 
of denominational and _ independent 
churches. 

These missions, being interdenomina- 
tional, have never had to take sides in 
many of the controversies which have 
split the churches in the homeland. Their 
doctrinal statements are thoroughly or- 
thodox and accepted without reservation 
by all their missionaries; they have a 
great missionary work to accomplish in 
other lands; and they have enjoyed the 
fellowship and support of devoted Chris- 
tians from many diverse groups. 

However, a new situation has arisen. 
The two major conservative church asso- 
ciations in the United States, which for 
some years have been competing for the 
allegiance of the strongly evangelical 
churches, have now seen fit to extend 
their operations into the world field. At- 
tempts are being made or planned to 
establish conservative church councils in 
some of the mission fields under the aegis 
of one or the other of these associations, 
and there is a distinct threat that the 
unhappy divisions which have plagued 
evangelical brethren in this country may 
also spread to other lands. 

The members of the I.F.M.A. being 
missions, not churches, have never been 
obliged to choose between these compet- 
ing church associations, but have enjoyed 
fellowship with both in promoting the 
cause of Christian missions. They have 
been rightly alarmed at the prospect of 
a division in the evangelical forces in the 
mission field, which could profit no one 
but the enemy. Even in fields where their 
missionaries far outnumber those of other 
groups, the work is bound to suffer if a 
spirit of rivalry and contention is fos- 
tered. Hence the official statement re- 
cently issued by the association after its 
annual meeting. 

“The Interdenominational Foreign Mis- 
sion Association of North America gath- 
ered in annual conference at Lansing, 
Mich., October 21 to 30, 1950, reaffirms its 
stand on the fundamentals of the faith 
and its desire to continue as a distinctive 
association and fellowship of interdenom- 
inational faith missions dedicated to the 
primary task of world evangelization. 

“The IL.F.M.A. recognizes with concern 
the serious situation which faces the mis- 
sionary enterprise today, involving prob- 
lems of testimony and relationship in the 
face of increasing restrictions from gov- 
ernments, and religious persecution. In 
view of the difficulties and perplexities 
in many missionary areas of the world, 
where conditions differ from the situation 
in the homeland, we plead for a united 
effort on the part of all fundamental 
groups, to seek a solution which shall in- 
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sure a clear testimony, a united front 
and a vigorous prosecution of the mis- 
sionary undertaking; and to this end we 
express our willingness and desire to do 
all in our power to bring these purposes 
to pass. 

“Constrained by the great evangelical 
responsibility which still faces the Chris- 
tian Church, and by the urgency of the 
hour, the I.F.M.A. would reaffirm the 
primacy of the great commission, and 
appeal to all who love the Lord to give 
precedence in prayer and effort to this 
all-important task.” 

Venezuela. The Missionary Aviation 
Fellowship reports good progress in its 
air survey of southern Venezuela. The 
survey was undertaken on behalf of the

missions in that area to help guide them 
in their plans for mission advance into 
untouched regions. Center of the survey 
is at Ciudad Bolivar, headquarters of the 
Orinoco River Mission. During the first 
thirty-one flying hours 25,500 square miles 
were studied from the air and carefully 
mapped to show concentrations of popu- 
lation in this rather sparsely populated 
part of the country. Two of the trips 
took the airmen clear to the Brazilian 
border. Some of this area has never been 
completely explored before. The popula- 
tion appears to be much less than what 
the missionaries had expected, but even 
this negative report will be of great value 
to them in their planning. 

Ecuador. The Gospel Missionary Union 
has secured the land and buildings left 
by the Shell Oil Company at Shell Mera, 
in the eastern jungle area of Ecuador. 
The oil company has given up its search 
for oil in that region and was willing to 
accept the low offer for the property 
which the mission was able to make. 
The purchase includes eighteen acres of 
land, four permanent-type buildings, and 
four prefabricated-type buildings. The 
newest of the eight buildings is a large 
dining hall and kitchen, which is less 
than two years old. Shell Mera is in a 
strategic location for reaching out to the 
jungle Indians, among some of whom the 
Gospel Missionary Union has had a min- 
istry for a number of years. 

Somaliland. The Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion has signed a contract for a station 
site at Jigjigga, on the Ethiopian side of 
the Somali area. As soon as the Ethiopian 
government authorities ratify the con- 
tract, six workers are appointed to open 
up the station. For some time the mis- 
sion has had a missionary as headmaster 
of the government school at Jigjigga, and 
this has paved the way for the opening 
of a regular mission station.

HE important words in Philippians | 
(ES 21 are conversation, is, look, | 
change, vile, fashioned. 

“Conversation” is zoNirevxua (politeuma), 
a technical word used in Roman law to 
speak of a commonwealth in which the 
citizens had certain obligations. Paul 
used the word in 1:27, where in its verb 
form, it spoke of the manner of life of 
a citizen of a commonwealth. The coun- 
try of which the Philippian saints are 
citizens is in heaven. 

The word “is” is ixdpxw (huparcho), 
which refers to an antecedent condition 
protracted into the present. The transla- 
tion reads, “For the commonwealth of 
which we are citizens has its fixed abode 
in heaven.” 

The word “look” is dmexdéxoua (apek- 
dechomai), which speaks of a welcoming 
reception such as is tendered a friend 
who comes on a visit. The word is made 
up of a7é (off), speaking here of the 
withdrawal of one’s attention from other 
objects; é& (out), used here in a perfec- 
tive sense which intensifies the already 
existing meaning of the word; and déxoua 
(to receive). The composite word speaks 
of an attitude of intense yearning and 
eager waiting for the Lord. 

“Change” is peracxnuraif~w (metasche- 
matizo), which refers to the outward 
change of that which inwardly remains 
the same. In glorification, only the 
physical body of the saint is changed. 
He enters heaven with the degree of spir- 
ituality with which he leaves the earth. 
A babe in Christ enters heaven as an im- 
mature Christian, to grow in Christlike- 
ness all through eternity. A mature Chris- 
tian enters heaven full-grown in his 
spiritual stature, yet only in a relative 
sense; for the infinite perfections of the 
Lord Jesus are always ahead of the 
Christian, and while he is like his Lord 
when he enters heaven, yet he grows 
more like Him as the eternal ages roll on. 

“Vile” is the translation of razeivwois 
(tapeinosis), the root of which means 
“humble, low.” Our bodies were humili- 
ated by the entrance of sin into the 
human race. They are subject to disease, 
weakness, death, and are indwelt by a 
totally depraved nature. 

“Fashioned” is ciypopdov (summor- 
phon). The word refers to an outward 
expression which comes from and is 
representative of an inward nature, that 
outward expression being like something 
spoken of in the context. Here it refers 
to the glorious radiance, that enswathe- 
ment of glory which covers our Lord’s 
glorified body and which emanates from 
His inner being as the glorified Son of 
Man, and which glorious covering will 
also be a possession of the child of God 
in his glorified state. 
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The translation reads: “For the com- 
monwealth of which we are citizens has 
its fixed abode in heaven, out from which 
we, with our attention withdrawn from 
all else, are eagerly waiting to welcome 
the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
to receive Him to ourselves; who shall 
change our humiliated body, so that it 
will outwardly have the same expression 
as that of the body of His glory, accord- 
ing to the energy by which He is able 
to subdue all things under Himself.”

Christian as being in the past tense; He 
“calleth those things which be not as 
though they were” (Rom. 4:17). 

“Gainsaying” in the Greek text is 
antilogia, meaning “against the word.” 
This suggests a further example of down- 
ward progress in our text. Cain ignored 
the word revealed to himself and to Abel; 
Balaam subtly opposed the word which 
had been spoken; Korah appeared in 
open rebellion against the word of God. 

Korah was a Levite, cousin to Moses 
(Exod. 6:18-21). Under his leadership 
and that of his associates, Dathan and 
Abiram, a rebellion against the authority 
of Moses and Aaron was begun. It 
reached its crisis when “the ground clave 
asunder that was under them, and the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed 
them up, and their houses, and all the 
men that appertained unto Korah, and 
all their goods. They, and all that apper- 
tained unto them, went down alive into 
the pit, and the earth closed upon them: 
and they perished from among the con- 
gregation” (Num. 16:31-33). 

What was the great sin which sent 
Korah to the pit? He had rejected the 
mediator whom God had appointed to 
stand between Himself and His people. 
He spoke evil of dignities chosen of God. 
In rebelling against Moses and Aaron, 
he was rejecting, in type, Christ the one 
Mediator (cf. Heb. 3). Therefore, he 
became in one terrible moment of judg- 
ment the figure of all who rebel against 
the Word and reject, God’s offer of salva- 
tion. His destiny became the pit. 

Korah had dared to think “all the 
congregation are holy” (Num. 16:3), and 
to presume that he could approach a holy 
God without the required mediator. It 
is not necessary to draw the parallel 
today with those who teach that all men 
are sons of God, that mankind can come 
to God another way than through Christ 
crucified and risen. 

“Woe unto thee!” said our Lord to 
apostates in His day after they had 
turned away from Him (Luke 10:13). 
“Woe unto them!” writes the Spirit 
through Jude of all who follow them into 
the way of Cain, upoh which so many 
have been wandering and perishing ever 
since the dawn of history. God grant 
that we shall be given discernment to 
recognize such men in our day, and grace 
to stand against them, earnestly contend- 
ing for our most holy faith.

Graham in Dixie 
All these fatcors are in the news as 
the new year opens. In the Southland, 
Dr. Billy Graham has been preaching 
before the largest crowds yet seen in his 
campaigns. At Chattanooga, Tenn., 21,000 
stood in a downpour while the evangelist 
spoke. Later, 25,000 attended the opening 
meeting of a series in Atlanta, Ga., ex- 
ceeding by 8,000 the largest previous 
crowd—17,000 in Portland, Ore. 

Twenty thousand heard the gospel in 
a subsequent meeting, at which more 
than 300 decisions were recorded. Services 
in Atlanta were held in a huge tabernacle 
constructed in a ball park for the cam- 
paign. 


Blueprint for Union 

Another segment of Protestantism is 
meanwhile pushing toward its goal of 
organizational union. As the next step 
toward this ideal, a two-day convocation 
is scheduled for January 23-24 in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, to consider a newly drafted 
plan for a united Protestant church. 

The plan is the work of the Confer- 
ence on Church Union, created at Green- 





PLANE CRASH 
Claims Missionary Lives 

Air tragedy has once again catapulted 
the New Tribes Mission to the headlines 
of our daily papers. Two days before 
Thanksgiving, on November 21, the mis- 
sion’s recently purchased DC-3 transport 
plane took off from Chico, Calif. The 
first of several stops was to be made that 
evening at Billings, Mont., to hold fare- 
well services for the new missionaries 
who were on their way to South Amer- 
ica. Aboard the plane were twenty-one 
persons, eight of them children. The 
head of the mission, Paul Fleming, was 
one of the party. 

But the plane never reached Billings. 
Reports of a fire on the upper slopes of 
Mt. Moran, in the Teton range of north- 
western Wyoming, provided the first clue 
to its fate. Apparently it had crashed 
near the top of this peak in one of the 
most inaccessible regions of the Rocky 
Mountains. It was not considered possi- 
ble that any could have survived, since 
any not killed in the crash itself would 
almost certainly die of exposure before 
they could be reached. 

This is the second such catastrophe in 
less than six months for the New Tribes 
Mission. In June, another DC-3, with 
fifteen aboard, crashed into the moun- 
tains of northwestern Venezuela, toward 
the Colombian border. That mishap was 
not discovered or reported until some 
days after its occurrence when word 
failed to come through of the arrival of 
the plane.

wich, Conn., a year ago. It proposes “a 
united church in which bishops will have 
a place, in which presbyteries will have 
certain constitutional responsibilities, and 
in which congregations will govern them- 
selves.” 

The Cincinnati convocation will be 
asked to make its own changes in the 
proposal, after which the plan will be 
carried to the individual denominations. 
These include the Congregational Chris- 
tian churches, Disciples of Christ, Evan- 
gelical and Reformed, Methodist, African 
M.E. Zion, Colored Methodist, Presby- 
terian Church in the U.S.A., International 
Council of Community Churches and the 
Association for a United Church in 
America. 


Good Will in Bibles 

At the same time new efforts are being 
made to bring the Bible to more of 
Japan’s millions in 1951. President Tru- 
man, among others, recently added his 
signature to a huge two-volume ‘Good 
Will Book” which the American Bible 
Society is sending to the Japan Bible 
Society as a symbol of friendship. 

The signatures are of persons who have 
contributed to a fund which will enable 
the Japanese society to print and dis- 
tribute Scriptures in the ‘Japanese lan- 
guage. The President’s signature was the 
last of 33,466 from more than 14,000 cities 
and towns and fifteen foreign countries. 

Supplementing this word is the report 
of Pocket Testament League officials that 
more than 100,000 Japanese have pro- 
fessed Christ during the last eighteen 
months through the efforts of their or- 
ganization alone. 


Legal Substitute 

In one form or another the _ issues 
raised by euthanasia also promise to 
remain in the public eye during the com- 
ing months. As proof of this, a delicate 
brain operation—new at least to the gen- 
eral public—is being discussed as a 
means of “mercy treatment of persons 
suffering great pain.” The operation is 
called a pre-frontal leucotomy and was 
recently termed a “legal substitute for 
euthanasia” at the American College of 
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Surgeons’ clinical congress in Boston, 
Mass. 

According to a report of the congress 
by the Chicago Tribune Press Service, a 
leucotomy operation involves the severing 
of the nerve pathways connecting one or 
both the frontal lobes from the rest of 
the brain. Part of the brain matter is 
removed. 

By means of the operation, physical life 
may continue and pain may be reduced, 
but at the cost of mental deterioration 
which “reduces patients to a vegetative 
existence.” 





One More Dogma 

Roman Catholics are beginning 1951 
with a new dogma—the assumption of 
Mary. This means that every Catholic 
must, in the words of Pope Pius, believe 
that the mother of Jesus, “when the 
course of her life was finished, was taken 
up soul and body into heaven.” 

While the Pope proclaimed the dogma 
before a crowd of 200,000 in Rome, the 
Waldensian Church in that city held spe- 
cial services protesting the dogma and re- 
asserting the pre-eminence of Jesus in 
the Christian faith. Similar ceremonies 
were held in other Protestant churches 
in Italy. 

The last dogma added by the Catholic 
Church was proclaimed in 1870 and stat- 
ed that the Pope is infallible. As a result 
of the new dogma just added, 1950 will 
be known by official Catholicism as the 
Jubilee Year of the Assumption. 


Going Up 

In this country, Protestants can find 
encouragement in a 7.03 per cent increase 
in Sunday school enrollment in 1947-1949, 
reported by the International Council of 
Religious Education. The figure means 
that gains in Sunday school enrollment 
—on a percentage basis—have been more 
rapid than gains in church membership 
or in United States population. 

Church membership for the same pe- 
riod showed a gain of 5.8 per cent, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by the 
Christian Herald. The nation’s increase 
in population was about 3.6 per cent on 
the basis of Bureau of Census figures. 

In 1949 there were 243,454 Sunday 
schools in the United States having a 
total enrollment of 28,893,789, according 
to figures furnished by the 241 denomina- 
tional offices. Methodists, Southern Bap- 
tists and Presbyterians, U.S.A., showed 
the largest numerical gains in total Sun- 
day school enrollment among Protestant 
bodies during the two-year period. 


Miracle Dollar 

In the field of Christian education, 
Providence Bible Institute at Providence, 
R.I., is looking forward to expansion as a 
result of what it calls the “miracle dol- 
lar.” When the Edgewood Junior College 
property on a beautiful 110-acre estate in 
Barrington, R.I., was put up for sale, the 
institute bid $250,000. Before final ar- 
rangements for purchase could be com- 
pleted, the Order of the Brothers of the 
Sacred Heart offered $300,000. 

On court order, the two parties each 
submitted a sealed bid. When these were 
opened it was discovered that the Broth- 
ers had raised their bid to $331,000, but

the institute—under God’s leading, as 
President Howard W. Ferrin explained— 
had bid $331,001. Purchase of the prop- 
erty by the Institute was accordingly 
authorized by the court. 

Plans call for operating two campuses, 
one in Providence and one in Barrington. 
Students will live on both campuses at 
some time during their training and the 
faculty will divide its time between the 
two schools. Classes are expected to be- 
gin on the new campus next fall. 


To Bible Lands 


From Wheaton College at Wheaton, 
Ill., comes details of the school’s fourth 
Bible Lands Cruise planned for February 
15 through March 31. The forty-five-day 
tour calls for travel by boat—along with 
some air travel—with stops at Naples, 
Pompeii, Athens, Israeli Palestine, Arab 
Palestine, Syria, Lebanon, Egypt and 
Rome. Most of the period will be spent 
visiting Beirut, Damascus, Jerusalem, 
Jericho, Bethlehem and other points of 
biblical and archaeological interest. The 
cruise is open to Christians throughout 
America. 

An added note from Wheaton College 
is the report of the school's third annual 
Business Conference centering on the 
theme, ‘Maintaining the Christian Wit- 
ness in Business.” Speakers included Wil- 
liam Dick, department of economics, Uni- 
versity of Nebraska; H. H. Bronsdon, sec- 
retary and treasurer, British American 
Oil Company, Toronto, Canada; Samuel 
A. Fulton, president, Fulton Manufactur- 
ing Co., West Allis, Wis.; and V. R. Ed- 
man, president of Wheaton College. 


Women Welcome 

In the West, Fuller Theological Semi- 
nary, Pasadena, Calif., announces that it 
will accept women students for the first 
time next fall. They will be offered a 
three-year standard course in prepara- 
tion for teaching ministries in Bible 
schools and Christian colleges at home 
and abroad. 

Practical Christian work, such as teach- 
ing in Sunday schools, assisting with the 
music in nearby churches, and helping 
in rescue mission and jail services, will 


be included in their training. 


Swing to Seminaries 

A decline in college enrollment and an 
increase in the number of students in 
seminaries is reported by Lutheran 
schools for the past year. The total en- 
rollment of Lutheran four-year colleges 
in the United States and Canada is now 
23,408 as compared with 25,890 for 1949- 
50, according to a recent survey. 

At the same time, an increase of 301 
students, or 18.2 per cent, is noted in 
twenty-one Lutheran theological semi- 
naries, according to figures by the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council. Total enroll- 
ment in the seminaries is 2,529. 


From Denominations 

Items of interest from denominations 
include word that Lutheran churches in 
North America are sending nearly three 
million dollars yearly to carry on foreign 
mission work in seventeen countries. The 
largest amount goes to India, where more 
than a million dollars is spent annually. 
A half million each goes to Africa and 
China. 

Gains in rural church work within the 
Southern Baptist denominations are re- 
ported by a committee from the church's 
Home Mission and Sunday School 
Boards. Figures show that only 13 per 
cent of the rural Southern Baptist 
churches were without pastors in 1949 
as compared with 19 per cent without 
pastors in 1922. In 1949, 38 per cent had 
resident ministers; in 1922, 29 per cent. 
The percentage of congregations owning 
church buildings increased from 76.5 per 
cent to 95 per cent during the same 
period, and the number of Sunday 
schools increased from 77.2 per cent in 
1922 to 94 per cent in 1949. 

Ties between departments of the Free 
Methodist Church and the organizations 
merging to form the National Council of 
Churches have been officially severed, as 
a result of unanimous action on the part 
of the denomination’s board of adminis- 
tration. The Free Methodist Church has 
never been a member of the Federal 
Council, but several of its departments

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CHRIST AND PARABLES 


Please explain why Christ taught in 
parables.—A.A.C., Little Rock, Ark. 

The answer to this question is given 
by the Lord Jesus Himself in Matthew 
13:11-16 in response to the disciples’ in- 
quiry, “Why speakest thou unto them in 
parables?” 

Up until this time, that is, during the 
earlier part of His ministry, the teaching 
of the Lord had been direct. But now 
opposition had appeared and was hard- 
ening into rejection on the part of the 
leaders and many others. He therefore 
adopted this indirect method of teaching 
in the form of parables. Those who were 
opposed to Him, not readily understand- 
ing, would dismiss it from their minds. 
But those willing to hear, even if not 
understanding it immediately, could eas- 
ily recall this form of instruction and 
ponder upon it till the truth became 
clear. This is reflected in the words of 
the Lord, “Who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear” (Matt. 13:9). This, of course, 
means more than the merely physical act 
of hearing and is another way of saying, 
“Who is willing to know the truth, let 
him listen and ponder.” 

The parabolic form of instruction was 
a judgment upon those who had already 
set their hearts against the truth, since, 
in one sense, it concealed the truth as a 
kernel within an outer shell. But to the 
sincere and earnest inquirer it served to 
preserve and reveal the truth under this 
outer shell of illustration so simple and 
familiar that it could be easily under- 
stood and recalled to mind. 

Yet even to the hard of heart this form 
of teaching afforded an opportunity of 
reaching the truth, should they repent. 
In this sense it was a device of mercy 
although in the nature of judgment. For 
while they might promptly reject direct 
teaching, such indirect teaching length- 
ened for them the time of opportunity.

ORIGIN OF THE SOUL 


What is the origin of the soul in man? 
Are souls transmitted from parents to 
child by natural generation, or is each 
soul independently created by God at 
birth and placed in each new-born child? 
—wW. S., Maryland 

The question of whether man is born 
with a sinful soul or whether God creates 
and places a new soul within at birth 
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or even between conception and birth is 
one which has divided the opinions of 
theologians in all ages. The first view 
is called Traducianism; the second is 
called Creationism. 

The importance of the question lies in 
the moral aspect of man’s responsibility 
for sin, particularly in the matter of 
“original sin,” man’s sinful nature. The 
answer to the question depends to some 
extent on the view of the nature of man, 
that is, whether man is “tripartite” in 
nature, consisting of body, soul and spirit, 
or “bipartite” in nature, consisting of 
body and soul or spirit. The tripartite 
view distinguishes roughly the various 
parts as outward or world-consciousness, 
self-consciousness, and God-conscious- 
ness, respectively. The second view re- 
gards man simply as corporeal and spirit- 
ual. 

It should not be more difficult to be- 
lieve that the psyche or soul comes 
through the process of generation than 
that bodily, mental or even spiritual 
characteristics are so transmitted. 

One writer, in support of the Tradu- 
cianist view that the soul is derived by 
the process of generation and not created 
separately, states: “Adam was created 
with a living soul and with a capacity of 
becoming a quickened spirit. But when 
Adam fell, he not only lost the pneumat- 
ical [spiritual] faculty for himself, but 
also the power of transmitting it to his 
posterity. He had become carnal minded, 
and alienated from the life of God, 
through the ignorance which was in him. 
The soul, now enslaved in sin, could 
only ‘gender to bondage.’ That which was 
born of the flesh is flesh.” “The body and 
psyche, or the sum total of the power of 
the natural man, are transmitted by gen- 
eration. As to the pneuma or divine 
image in man, that we consider to be 
dormant since the fall.” It is a dead 
capacity which never attains to its proper 
function in the unregenerate. It does 
not lead to any spiritual exercise. 

In short, then, the soul is derived by 
the process of generation; the spirit is 
quickened or man becomes “spirit” by 
the process of regeneration.

OLD TESTAMENT SACRIFICE 

Do passages like Isaiah 1:10-16; 

66:3,4 prove that God did not really 


want the sacrifices mentioned there? — 
S.L., Chicago, Ill. 


These passages only show that such 
sacrifice was an abomination and insult 
to God because of the attitude of the 
offerers, which was the very opposite of 
that for which sacrifice stood; that is, 
confession of sin, contrition of heart, 
acknowledgment of sin’s guilt and pen- 
alty and the provision of a substitute. 
There was only formalism and the out- 
ward show of a people who drew near 
to God merely with their lips, but whose 
hearts were far from Him (Isa. 29:13; 
Ezek. 33:31). 

The contexts show how full of wicked- 
ness they were beneath the outward ex- 
terior of formalism and rites, often using 
this as a cloak to cover and justify their 
wickedness. This is always the danger 
of formalism. In any case, such passages 
as these must be considered in the light 
of the institution of the laws of sacrifice 
given so large a place in “the law” in 
the book of Leviticus. Sacrifice, indeed, 
was the very center and heart of all the 
Mosaic legislation in the Pentateuch. 
There is no inherent value in the sacrifice 
of animals (Heb. 10:4), but the humble 
and faithful even of those days must have 
understood that it was only a temporary 
expedient till a true sacrifice of infinite 
worth should appear to fulfill the type 
(John 3:16; Heb. 10:10-12, 19, 20; I Pet. 
1:18-20). 

The very passage of Scripture in the 
Old Testament which, speaking of a time 
yet future, declares that “mine house 
shall be called a house of prayer for all 
people,” also states “their burnt offerings 
and their sacrifices shall be accepted 
upon mine altar” (Isa. 56:7). Such pas- 
sages as Malachi 3:3,4, “Then shall the 
Offering of Judah and Jerusalem be 
pleasant unto the Lord, as in the days 
of old, and as in former years,” and 
Malachi 3:8 also bear testimony to the 
requirements of sacrifice. The modern 
orthodox Jewish prayer book contains 
many prayers for the restoration of the 
ancient sacrifices which are described as 
“obligatory.”

THE EVIL SPIRIT AND SAUL 


What is meant by the words in I Sam- 
uel 16:14 in reference to King Saul, “an 
evil spirit from the Lord troubled him’? 
Was it a personal demon or some form 
of mental sickness ?—Chicago, IIl. 

Opinion is much divided among com- 
mentators between two interpretations of 
this verse. King Saul appears to have 
been of a nervous, excitable temperament 
and no doubt subject under certain con- 
ditions to the deep melancholy which 
characterized his later years from the 
time of this “visitation.” The declaration 
through Samuel the prophet that the 
kingdom was to be taken away from him 
and his house would certainly aggravate 
his mind and fill him with insane sus- 
picion. 

Lange says: “No doubt Saul took his 
rejection to heart, and instead of yielding 
humbly to God’s righteous judgment, and 
bowing beneath God’s mighty hand, gave 
himself up to displeasure and discontent 
at God’s holy ways, and was therefore 
given over to the power of an evil spirit, 
which vexed him and sometimes even 
drove him to madness.” 
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There is a striking and suggestive con- 
trast, however, in verse 14. After the 
statement in verse 13 that “the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon David from that day 
forward” (the day of his anointing), it 
is stated in verse 14: “But the Spirit of 
the Lord departed from Saul, and an 
evil spirit from the Lord troubled him.” 
This strongly suggests that the evil spirit 
“was an objective power, a wicked, spir- 
itual power, the opposite of the good Holy 
Spirit which had been upon him and 
which he would not obey. The patholog- 
ical and psychological factor, the mel- 
ancholy, though present, were the me- 
dium of this evil spirit’s activity and ag- 
gravated by its presence. 

It is difficult to escape the force of the 
expression “from the Lord” as indicating 
a direct visitation from God. This is sup- 
ported by the incident described in 
I Kings 22:19-23 of the lying spirit which 
the Lord permitted to go forth to deceive 
the wicked prophets and the king of 
Israel.

SALVATION AND BAPTISM 

Such scriptures as Mark 16:16; Acts 
2:38; I Peter 3:21 seem to indicate that 
baptism is necessary to salvation. Some 
people claim that this is so. How are such 
verses of Scripture to be explained, and 
is not this idea refuted by Acts 10:44- 
48?—K.E.S., Burdick, Kan. 

Mark 16:16 states: “He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved: but he 
that believeth not shall be damned.” 
There is a contrast in this verse between 
belief and unbelief. As condemnation 
rests on unbelief (and not on any ab- 
sence of baptism), so salvation rests on 
belief, with baptism as a natural accom- 
paniment and outward expression of 
faith. The very omission of the word 
“baptized” in the statement about “he 
that believeth not” emphasizes _ this 
thought. 

I Peter 3:21 reads: “The like figure 
whereunto even baptism doth now also 
save us (not the putting away of the 
filth of the flesh, but the answer of a 
good conscience toward God,) by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ.” But the 
apostle Peter really states here that the 
saving is symbolic in reference to bap- 
tism. He argues that baptism does not 
wash away the filth of the flesh either 
literally of the body or figuratively of 
the soul, but the answer or appeal of a 
good conscience toward God, which comes 
through faith in the death and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ (vv. 18-22). It is 
quite clear from the Epistle to the He- 
brews, especially 10:19-22, that outward 
ceremonies do not affect the conscience. 
In verse 19 we are told that we “enter 
into the holiest by the blood of Jesus” 
(italics ours) and by nothing else. And 
in verse 22, the “full assurance of faith” 
is coupled with “hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience” (italics ours) accom- 
panied by “bodies washed with pure 
water” as, evidently, an outward testi- 
mony. 

As for Acts 2:38, the words “for the 
remission of sins” may with equal justi- 
fication be interpreted to mean not only 
aim or purpose in baptism, but also basis 
or ground for baptism, as do the words

In view 
of the correct and obvious interpretation 
of the other passages, this is all it can 
mean. It is only on the basis of remis- 
sion already obtained on the ground of 
repentance and belief in the name of 
Christ. 

In Acts 10:43-48 there is not a word 
about baptism until after the Holy Spirit 
had fallen on those gathered there. It 
is especially significant that Peter (who 
uttered the words of Acts 2:38 and wrote 
I Peter 3:21) here connects remission of 
sins simply and only with the name of 
Jesus (v. 43). The baptism was the out- 
ward sign that their sins had already 
been remitted, having received the Holy 
Ghost. 

It is disparaging to the grace of God 
and the death of Christ that a mere 
physical element such as water could 
even be efficacious much less essential to 
so great and wonderful a work as the 
redemption of our souls. If water bap- 
tism meant as much as that, we could 
hardly have expected such an attitude 
on the part of the apostle Paul as ex- 
pressed in I Corinthians 1:14-17. Besides, 
the Lord Jesus Himself who shed His 
blood and gave His life might have been 
expected to baptize with water had it 
been at all essential (John 4:2). 

John the Baptist draws a striking com- 
parison between water baptism and the 
real baptism of the Holy Spirit (John 
1:33); and surely it must be obvious that 
the baptism with which the Book of Acts 
is chiefly concerned, and especially that 
part in which the apostle Peter is prom- 
inent, is the baptism of the Holy Spirit.

POLAND—Holy Trinity church in 
Warsaw, the largest Lutheran church in 
Poland, has been confiscated by the 
Communist government, according to 
word received by the National Lutheran 
Council. The church itself will be used 
for secular purposes. Church-owned 
buildings, such as schools, parish houses 
and parsonages, will be demolished to 
make room for government offices. Holy 
Trinity was the only Lutheran church in 
Warsaw. 

HUNGARY—A report from Catholic 
sources says that the health of Cardinal 
Josef Mindszenty is deteriorating, and 
that Russian specialists sent on Stalin’s 
orders recently visited him in prison, 
where he is serving a life term on Com- 
munist charges of treason. Another re-

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Jesus Meets Growing 
Hostility 


Mark 2:1-12 


Memory Selection: When Jesus heard it, 
he saith unto them, They that are whole 
have no need of a physician, but they 
that are sick: I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners.—Mark 2:17, AS.V. 


Our Lord met the enmity of men. Of 
course, behind the antipathy of mortals 
there was the ire of Satan and his hosts. 
However, men who were the dupes of the 
devil were their own worst enemies, for 
they turned against Him who alone has 
the words of eternal life and who alone 
can save men to the uttermost that come 
unto God by Him. 

Let us not forget that the Lord who 
was opposed has indicated clearly that 
His followers shall know something of 
the same opposition. His words are: “If 
the world hateth you, ye know that it 
hath hated me before it hated you. If 
ye were of the world, the world would 
love its own: but because ye are not of 
the world, but I chose you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth you. 
Remember the word that I said unto you, 
A servant is not greater than his lord. 
If they persecuted me, they will also per- 
secute you; if they kept my word, they 
will keep yours also” (John 15:18-20, 
AS.V.). 


I. A Paralytic Brought to the Lord 
(Mark 2:1-5) 

Evidently a crowd of considerable pro- 
portion came to hear the Lord Jesus 
speak on this occasion. At least the house 
in which He was teaching was filled with 
people, and evidently all the area about 
the door was crowded. 

We cannot but admire the perseverance 
and the faith of the men who carried 
the paralytic, and of the paralytic as well. 
Though customs of that day may have 
been quite different from those which 
obtain today, nevertheless, it can be af- 
firmed that it would not be a regular pro- 
cedure to carry a man on a pallet about 
the streets. But the novelty of the pro- 
cedure did not seem to faze either the 
carriers or the one carried. There was 
the recognition of a need and the under- 
standing that there was One in the house, 
a great Teacher, who could meet the need 
of this sick one. 

Nor did the crowd deter the men, for 
“they uncovered the roof ... and when 
they had broken it up, they let down the 
bed whereon the sick of the palsy lay.” 
Is it any wonder that the record says, 
‘Jesus seeing their faith saith unto the 
sick of the palsy, Son, thy sins are for- 
given” (v. 5)? 

There is no need to try to read into

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the word “their” the idea that the Lord 
will forgive on the basis of someone else’s 
faith. Undoubtedly it includes the faith 
of the paralytic. How tender, how re- 
vealing is this word of the Lord. Actually, 
He said, “Child, thy sins are forgiven.” 

The means of salvation in any dis- 
pensation is always on the ground of be- 
lieving what God has said. This man so 
believed, and the Lord spoke of him as 
a child, undoubtedly a child of God. 

It might be suggested by some that the 
man may have felt a tinge of disappoint- 
ment, in view of the fact that he had 
come for healing of body and the Lord 
spoke of healing of soul. I doubt that 
the man had any such feeling. We can 
remind ourselves that there is something 
far more important than physical health 
(as important as physical health is and 
as thankful as we should be for good 
health), and that is the forgiveness of 
our sins. Good health concerns this life- 
time; the forgiveness of sins concerns 
this lifetime plus eternity. 


II. The Critics Reason Within Them- 
selves (Mark 2:6,7) 

Some of the leaders of Judaism, in this 
instance scribes, were sitting there and 
reasoned within themselves, “Why doth 
this man thus speak? he blasphemeth: 
who can forgive sins but one, even God?” 
These scribes were both wrong and right 
at the same time, but, of course, not 
about the same thing. 

They were right in their judgment 
that the forgiving of sins is the pre- 
rogative of God alone. In the full and 
real sense, all sin is directed against God. 
You will remember the psalmist said, 
“Against thee, thee only, have I sinned, 
and done that which is evil in thy sight” 
(Ps. 51:4). Until we recognize this, it is 
doubtful that we really understand what 
it means to be a sinner. Certainly, there 
is no forgiveness that involves eternal 
life apart from God’s forgiveness. 

But these scribes were wrong in their 
identification of the One who spoke to 
the paralytic. They failed to recognize 
in Him God’s eternal Son, the One who 
certainly had every right to pronounce 
forgiveness. This right is inherent in 
the fact that He is God and that the very 
nature of God is involved in the provision 
which has been made to take away sin. 
For that God might be just and the Jus- 
tifier of him that believeth in Jesus, the 
Lord Jesus died and rose again. 


III. The Lord Demonstrates His Right 
to Forgive Sins (Mark 2:8-12) 

Without any sound being uttered, the 
Lord Jesus understood what was in the 
hearts of these men. He asked the ques- 
tion, “Which is easier, to say to the sick 
of the palsy, Thy sins are forgiven; or to 
say, Arise, and take up thy bed, and 
walk?” Which is easier, to forgive sins 
or to heal? I would answer unquestion- 
ably, “It is harder to forgive sins.” In 








order to forgive sins, the Lord had to 
go all the way to Calvary. In the in- 
cident, however, in order to prove beyond 
all doubt to these people that He had the 
right to forgive sins, He caused the 
palsied man to stand up before them all. 
No wonder “they were all amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, We never saw it on 
this fashion.”

Jesus Teaches Concerning 
the Kingdom 
Mark 4:1, 2a, 26-34 
Memory Selection: Take heed what ye 
hear: with what measure ye mete it shall 
be measured unto you; and more shall 
be given unto you.—Mark 4:24, A.S.V. 

Dr. C. I. Scofield has written, “Perhaps 
no truth of the divine revelation has suf- 
fered more at the hands of interpreters 
than that concerning the kingdom. Fol- 
lowing the Roman Catholic interpreta- 
tion, Protestant theology has very gen- 
erally taught that all the kingdom prom- 
ises, and even the great Davidic covenant 
itself, are to be fulfilled in and through 
the Church.” 

This observation is undoubtedly true. 
God has promised that David’s son will 
sit upon “the throne of his kingdom for- 
ever” (II Sam. 7:12-16). The divine 
promise is, “The government shall be 
upon his shoulder . . . Of the increase 
of his government and of peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to estab- 
lish it, and to uphold it with justice and 
with righteousness from henceforth even 
forever” (Isa. 9:6, 7). 

Says the Word of God further, “Be- 
hold, the days come, saith Jehovah, that 
I will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and he shall reign as king and 
deal wisely, and shall execute justice and 
righteousness in the land” (Jer. 23:5). 
Of that day it is written, “The earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of Jehovah, as 
the waters cover the sea” (Isa. 11:9). 

Daniel wrote, “In the days of those 
kings shall the God of heaven set up a 
kingdom which shall never be destroyed, 
nor shall the sovereignty thereof be left 
to another people; but it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these kingdoms, 
and it shall stand forever” (Dan. 2:44, 
45). In the purposes and plans of God, 
the day will come when the Son of God 
will take to Himself His great power and 
reign, and His kingdom will be estab- 
lished. 

So far as the present is concerned, the 
teachings of our Lord about “the mystery 
of the kingdom of God” (Mark 4:11) and 
“the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven” 
(Matt. 13:11) obtain. The purposes of 
God in the present dispensation do not 
set aside His promises with regard to the 
millennial reign of His Son. 

Dr. Scofield is undoubtedly right in his 
assertion, “The seven parables of Mat- 
thew 13, called by our Lord ‘mysteries 
of the kingdom of heaven’ (v. 11), taken 
together, describe the result of the pres- 
ence of the gospel in the world during the 
present age, that is, the time of seed sow- 
ing, which began with our Lord’s personal 
ministry, and ends with the ‘harvest’ (vv. 
40-43) .” 
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I. Teaching with Parables (Mark 4:1, 
2a, 33, 34) 

The usual answer as to why our Lord 
taught in parables is, so that only His 
disciples would understand, so only the 
initiated could grasp the meaning. Such 
a deduction is hardly warranted when 
the whole context is considered. The 
word “parable” means to throw beside, 
and therefore suggests the idea of com- 
parison. Dr. Scofield says, “A parable 
is a similitude used to teach or enforce 
a truth.” By its very nature, therefore, 
a parable is a form of speech which 
people understand when. they have failed 
to comprehend more direct teaching. 

The parables certainly were not to 
blind the people. Unfortunately, they 
were blind already. It was their very 
blindness and deafness that caused our 
Lord to use this form of speech; but His 
word of warning is, “Whosoever hath, 
to him shall be given,” and “whosoever 
hath not, from him shall be taken away 
even that which he hath” (Matt. 13:12, 
13). For those who, by faith, would re- 
ceive what He had to say, understanding 
would be given. For those who would not 
receive it, there would be taken away 
even that which they already possessed. 
They would not perceive, they would not 
understand. 


II. Two Parables (Mark 4:26-32) 

We have here the parables of the sown 
seed (vv. 26-29) and of the mustard tree 
(vv. 30-32). The kingdom in its mystery 
form is likened to a man casting seed 
upon the earth, which seed grows quietly 
and mysteriously. Its gradual unfold- 
ment is indicated in the progression— 
blade, ear, full grain and harvest. Thus 
in this age of the preaching of the gospel 
we may look for the quiet operation of 
the Spirit of God in which the seed is 
sown in human hearts, and when it is 
mixed with faith it blossoms forth under 
the mysterious and omnipotent hand of 
the Spirit of God in eternal life. 

Ultimately the prayer which children 
of God have prayed through the years, 
“Thy kingdom come, thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven,” will be fulfilled, 
fully, finally and perfectly. Meanwhile, 
God is calling out from among the Gen- 
tiles a people for His name and saving a 
remnant of Israel according to the elec- 
tion of grace. 

In Matthew 13, the parable of the 
mustard seed brings before us the fact 
that it develops into a tree. We would 
agree with those who maintain that here 
is abnormality, a fact further attested 
by the reference to birds lodging in its 
branches (cf. Mark 4:4, 15). The point 
of the parable is that the Church, from 
insignificant beginnings, has become a 
great tree in which the devil finds lodg- 
ment. We are here speaking, of course, 
of the visible Church, the professing 
Church, which we may call Christendom. 


Christian, do not be deceived; bigness 
in itself is not a proof of God’s presence. 
While we should not make the opposite 
mistake that littleness is an evidence of 
divine approval, we are in greater danger 
of being unduly impressed by the great, 
the prominent, the lofty. Christian, be- 
ware of the patronizing of the world. Un- 
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saved friend, do not allow the presence 
of hypocrites to turn you aside. God 
knows about them and will deal with 
them in His own time. Don't prove your- 
self smaller than a hypocrite by hiding 
behind one! 


February 4 
Jesus Uses His Power 
Mark 5:21-24, 38-43 


Memory Selection: Jesus .. . said 
Fear not, only believe-—Mark 5:36, A.S.V. 


It is always a great comfort to the 
heart of any parent to meditate on the 
passages of Scripture which indicate the 
Lord's concern for children. How thank- 
ful we should be that our God is not one 
whose aspect would frighten children. 
The idols of the heathen, with all the 
cruelty of their facial expressions or their 
passive indifference to the sufferings of 
men, are indeed the inventions of men. 
The true God of heaven has revealed 
Himself as One who is neither impassive 
nor cruel. He is concerned, He is sympa- 
thetic, He is loving, He is gracious. 

The lesson selected for our attention 
today shows us once again something of 
the heart of the Lord Jesus for a grief- 
stricken father and a little girl. Let us 
make much of such a revelation. 


I. A Pleading Father (Mark 5:21-24) 

Despite the fact that there were great 
multitudes gathered about Him, the Lord 
Jesus was not unmindful of the needs of 
one man. Sorrowful indeed if a man 
who is able to capture the multitudes 
by his speech has no concern for the in- 
dividual 

In this instance, Jairus, one of the 
rulers of the synagogue, came and fell 
at the Lord's feet. It is apparent at once, 
of course, that he must have been a good 
man by worldly standards—though that 
fact is no argument that he deserved 
anything from God. He may even have 
been a believer. Certainly, he was a 
believer to the extent that there was in 
his heart the understanding that the 
Lord Jesus could do something about his 
need. 

Here then is a loving father who comes 
to the Lord in desperation because the 
object of his love and affection, his little 
daughter, is at the point of death. The 
Lord does not brush him aside, He does 
not argue that it is more needful for Him 
to speak to the great throngs gathered 
about Him, He does not even indicate 
that He can say a word and the daughter 
will be made whole. Rather, the Lord 
Jesus “went with him” (vy. 24). 

Oh, that we would understand some- 
thing of the compulsion upon the heart 
of God when we really mean business 
with Him. When we mean business to 
the extent that we put His will before 
ours, and in humility and absolute con- 
fidence make our requests known to Him, 
then, thank God, the Lord will not turn 
a deaf ear. 


Il. A Powerful Friend (Mark 5:38- 
43) 

It was while He was on His way to the 
home of Jairus that the Lord Jesus was 
touched by the woman with the issue of 
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blood. Even in meeting the dire need of 
Jairus, the Lord would not be turned 
aside from a ministry to this woman. 

While it probably took but an instant 
for the woman to touch the Lord Jesus, 
yet the time our Lord spent in dealing 
with her must have been to Jairus 
precious moments fleeting away. I’m not 
sure that Jairus was concerned about our 
Lord’s seeming delay, but if we may 
judge him by ourselves, he probably was. 
And if there was turmoil in his heart be- 
cause the Lord didn’t go immediately, 
that turmoil was aided and abetted when 
the servants met him and said, “Thy 
daughter is dead” (v. 35). Yet there is 
no record of Jairus being so troubled, nor 
of any word of reprimand because the 
Lord had delayed. 

All of us who are Christians need to be 
reminded constantly that the Lord makes 
no mistakes. His delays are, as has been 
often affirmed, not denials. Our very 
best will be had when we joyously and 
gladly take His will instead of ours. Our 
Lord's word to Jairus is still His word to 

s, “Fear not, only believe” (v. 36). 

Isn't that a striking word in verse 36: 
“But Jesus, not heeding the word 
spoken.” If He had heeded the word of 
the servants, the Lord would not have 
gone any farther, and there would have 
been no miracle. So often we are like 
the servants, and we lose out in God’s 
blessing. When a soul will really lay 
hold of God, will claim all that God will 
do, and is in earnest to the extent of 
absolute yieldedness to God in the matter 
of holy living, that soul, despite all the 
word of servants and friends to the con- 
trary, will discover the working of God 
on his behalf. 

Our Lord’s word to the oriental mourn- 
ers gathered for the funeral of the child 
was, “Why make ye a tumult, and weep? 
the child is not dead but sleepeth” (v. 39). 
The group looked on, evidently incred- 
ulously. Then, quickly changing from 
sighing and crying, they  scornfully, 
raucously jeered at Him. 

The Lord had them all put forth ex- 
cept Peter, James and John. How beau- 
tiful, how tender is the heart of the Lord 
Jesus. He, and the three disciples, in 
company with the father and mother, 
went in where the child was. That is 
a significant note. In this instance, He 
took with Him those most concerned, the 
father and the mother. Then how beau- 
tiful it is that He took the child by the 
hand. He addressed her in Aramaic, 
“Talitha cumi.” And so the miracle was 
performed, and, as the record says, 
“straightway the damsel rose up, and 
walked.” 

With but brief change, we would like 
to quote an old statement which seems 
to us to give the application: “Doubt ye 
not, therefore, but earnestly believe, that 
He who now sitteth at the right hand of 
the Majesty on high is the same tender 
Saviour who, in the days of His sojourn- 
ing upon earth, so lovingly regarded those 
who sought Him.”

As we all know, this is one of the com- 
paratively few incidents in the life of our 
Lord recorded by all four Gospels. There 
must be something in this story that God 
wants us to see and understand. John 
tells us about the little lad with his 
lunch. John also tells us about Andrew 
leading him to Christ. 

Once again in this lesson we see some- 
thing of the heart of Christ in His con- 
cern for men. There is first of all His 
concern for His own, “Come ye yourselves 
apart into a desert place, and rest a 
while” (Mark 6:31). And then His con- 
cern for the multitude, in that they be 
taught and fed.

Our Lord’s heart was deeply moved as 
He saw this multitude. It is in this fact 
that we may have hope. God cannot 
look upon the sons of men coldly, calcu- 
latingly and without compassion. Some- 
thing in the very heart and nature of 
God compels Him to look on in sympathy 
and love and grace. And not only does 
He look on, He does something to meet 
us in our need. 


II. Divine Provision (Mark 6:34b- 
44) 

The Lord Jesus had in mind two pro- 
visions for these people. Their first need 
was spiritual, and so He taught them.

probably heavy. Surely of them could 
have been said what He said later to His 
DR. HENRIETTA C. MEARS, Editor disciples, “I have yet many things to say 
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unto you, but ye cannot bear them now.” 
But He did begin to give them the mes- 
sage of God. 

Then too, I like that reference to 
“many things.” I am sure this great 
multitude had many questions, many 
problems. But as the Lord Jesus taught, 
I can almost see a man here suddenly 
relax, the frown on his face denoting a 
question pass away. I can see someone 
else who needs release from sin lose the 
hard lines of sin as his heart responds 
to the Lord. He came to bring the mes- 
sage of heaven. 

Foremost and primary in all our Lord’s 
ministry was the spiritual, but He was 
also concerned with men’s physical needs. 
We shall do well to follow our Lord in 
this. While spiritual and eternal matters 
greatly overshadow material and tempo- 
ral things, the latter have their im- 
portance. 

So as the day was drawing to a close 
and the disciples wanted the Lord simply 
to send the crowd away, He posed the 
question of food for them. Indeed, it 
wasn’t any question with Him. His word 
was, “Give ye them to eat” (v. 37). To 
the disciples the immediate problem was 
one of finances. Two hundred denarri 
(a denarius was the equivalent of a day’s 
pay) would not be sufficient to procure 
enough food to feed the multitude (cf. 
John 6:7). It was then that Andrew 
brought the lad to the Lord Jesus and 
the boy gave Him his lunch, the five 
small crackers and the two fish. 

Mark adds a refreshing word as to the 
multitude. He says, “They sat down in 
ranks” (v. 40). The word “ranks” lit- 
erally means “flower beds.” We can al- 
most see the great multitude in colorful 
garments looking like beds of flowers in 
a garden. What a vast multitude it was 
as they sat by hundreds and fifties—five 
thousand men besides women and chil- 
dren, the record tells us. They were all 
fed as the Lord Jesus broke the loaves, 
gave them to the disciples, and the dis- 
ciples gave to the multitude. The assem- 
bled host ate to the full, and yet there 
were gathered up twelve basketfuls of 
fragments. 

We cannot close this lesson without 
commenting on the disciples’ obedience. 
They brought the boy with the five loaves 
and two fishes. It is true they said, “What 
are these among so many?” But they did 
bring the boy. And then, as our Lord 
gave to them they obediently went out 
to give to the multitude. Though they 
may not have understood how the miracle 
would happen, they did respond. 

As a matter of fact, that is the way 
God works. He does the miracle, but He 
expects us, in obedience, to be in the 
place where the miracle will be per- 
formed, and He expects us to be in a po- 
sition so that He can perform the miracle 
through us as well as in us. 

Let us remember there is still a great 
hungry, famishing multitude which needs 
not only physical bread, but the bread 
that is from heaven. May God help us, 
whatever the obstacles, whatever the rea- 
soning that would say that it cannot be 
done, to be like the disciples, in obedience 
to the Lord, in the place where we can 
be part with God in the miracle which 
He alone can perform.

work is the land and property tax now 
collected by the People’s Government. 
For the first time in a hundred years, 
church property in China is subject to 
taxation. If these taxes were reasonable, 
no one would complain; but they are both 
unreasonable and exorbitant. 

Churches located in the business sec- 
tion of the city, for instance, are required 
to pay the same rates as business firms 
making large profits. These taxes are 
levied on land as well as on buildings. 
The property tax is collected quarterly 
and the land tax comes once a year. Hos- 
pitals and other institutions devoted en- 
tirely to philanthropic work are taxed 
along with everyone else. The financial 
burden thus imposed on mission institu- 
tions is simply staggering. In one typical 
city where we have a very modest group 
of buildings on the main street, our 
property tax alone amounts to more than 
the salary of our Bible woman. The lana 
tax, due any day now, will probably be 
as high as. the property tax. Some mis- 
sions in the larger cities have to pay 
thousands of dollars (U.S. currency) in 
taxes every quarter. Not even American 
affluence can stand up for long under 
such treatment. 


\ HAT IS OF EVEN GREATER 
significance is a long-anticipated mani- 
festo recently released in Peking, and 
given wide publication in the secular 
press of the entire country. This mani- 
festo, which has been. in preparation 
many months and has already been re- 
vised twice, calls for the “reformation” of 
Christianity in China. Ostensibly the 
manifesto is supposed to reflect the

“Christian churches and institutions in 
China must use effective means to de- 
velop among their people an attitude of 
self-respect and self-confidence, and a

At the same time, Christians must pro- 
mote self-criticism, and in all depart- 
ments of their work exercise discipline.

thinking of Chinese church leaders; but 
it is generally recognized to be govern- 
ment inspired. The leading spirit back of 
this “reformation” is Wu Yao-tsung, 
chief of the publication department of 
the National Council of the YMCA. 

What invests this movement with spe- 
cial significance is the fact that Mr. Wu 
is one of five hand-picked delegates rep- 
resenting the Christian Church at the 
People’s Political Consultative Council of 
the Central Government. 

In other words, he is the government- 
appointed link between the Church and 
the government. For the past eighteen 
months he has been carrying on an in- 
tensive campaign to bring the Christian 
Church into line with the new regimé. 

The signing of this manifesto is sup- 
posed to be voluntary, but high-pressure 
methods have already secured no fewer 
than 1,527 signatures. It is exceedingly 
unwise for anyone to turn down an “in- 
vitation” sponsored, directly or indirectly, 
by the government. Consequently, only a 
handful of church leaders have had the 
courage to refuse to sign this document. 

If, as we believe, the manifesto is gov- 
ernment-inspired, then the days of the 
foreign missionary in China are num- 
bered. Of course, we missionaries have 
always looked forward to the day, how- 
ever remote, when the work would be 
done and we could pull out, leaving be- 
hind a_ strong, spiritual, indigenous 
Church. Perhaps we have fallen down on 
the job, and the Lord of the harvest is 
using these extraordinary means to 
hasten the accomplishment of His own 
purpose. In any event, if and when the 
door is closed, it will be closed not by 
Mao Tze-tung, or Chow En-lai, or Wu 
Yao-tsung, or any earthly power, but by 
the One who said, “I am he that openeth, 
and no man shutteth; and shutteth, and 
no man openeth.” 

From one point of view, the closing of 
the door would be a disaster of the first 
magnitude. On the other hand, it might 
easily be the signal for a mighty nation- 
wide outpouring of the Holy Spirit such 
as China has never seen. It is still true 
that “God works in a mysterious way His 
wonders to perform.” What looks to us 
like a calamity may well turn out to be 
a blessing in disguise. One thing is cer- 
tain: God is able to make the wrath of 
man to praise Him. He has not come to 
the end of His resources. He is still on 
the throne, and He will keep missionaries 
in China as long as they are essential to 
the fulfillment of His glorious purpose. 
In the meantime, let us pray that He will 
raise up Chinese leaders with a burning 
zeal for Christ to prepare for the day 
when the missionary task is done.

The Letters of St. Paul and Hebrews, 
by Arthur S. Way. 

The fact that the Way translation is in its 
eighth edition indicates somethi of its 
value. Ministers and Sunday school teach- 
ers have found in it added light on the text 
of Scripture. This reviewer sees it as an in- 
teresting mingling of scholarship and sim- 
plicity. Mr. Way, an extensive translator of 
the Greek and Latin classics, freely uses 
expressions not in the vocabulary of the 
ordinary reader; for example, nugatory, 
lubricity, supersession, bs, pueril- 
ities, and locum tenens. On the other hand, 
a child can readily understand such pas- 
sages as “Try to make everybody happy,” 
“A man with one foot in the grave,” “I 
fairly trembled with nervousness,” “Love’s 
flower petals never fall,” and “When he has 
to leave, see him off like friends.” Very 
striking are such sentences as “We appraise 
no man by human standards.” “You have 
been bought and the price laid down,” 
“Messiah is living within you,” and “We 
have all to stand, stripped of all disguise 
before Messiah’s bar.” Messiah is u 
throughout where the King James has 
Christ. A number of passages are printed 
as “hymns.” The books, arranged in chron- 
ological order, have chapter divisions, but 
do not have verse numbers. It must re- 
membered that this is an interpretive or 
expanded translation; the transitional words 
and sentences e it seem on the order 
of a combined translation and commentary.

Like others with “pet theories,” the 
author is able to find clear “proof” of his 
views on almost every page of the Old 
Testament, often by such weird feats of 
interpretation as identifying the archangel 
Michael with Lucifer, and both with the 
planet Venus (p. 293)!

GUIDOS REPORT REVIVAL 


Fresh evidence of God’s blessing on 
members of the Institute’s Extension 
staff, as they minister to various churches 
throughout the country, comes. with 
Michael Guido’s report of revival at Mus- 
catine, Iowa. 

In a recent two-weeks’ campaign at the 
First Baptist Church, there were 167 pro- 
fessions of faith, 185 rededications, family 
altars established, and pledges to tithe. 
Forty young people dedicated their lives 
to the Lord’s work. R. R. Shirk, pastor of 
the church, is a Moody alumnus of ’23. 

During the second week, attendance 
at afternoon meetings of “The Booster 
Band” for children soared to a daily aver- 
age of from 450 to 475 active youngsters, 
enthralled by Audrey Guido’s Bible les- 
sons in magic. 

The manager of one of Muscatine’s 
theaters, a professing Christian, made 
posters advertising the children’s meet- 
ings. He became so interested—especially 
after Mrs. Guido pulled a skunk out of 
his coat pocket—that he came to the aft- 
ernoon services regularly. In this way 
he was led to a genuine heart knowledge 
of the Lord. After his conversion, with- 
out any outside suggestion, he resigned 
as theater manager. The hostess and 
head waitress of the dining room in Mus- 
catine’s largest hotel were also among 
those led to the Lord.

their “magic with a message” in the 
junior and senior high schools, and even 
non-Protestants had nothing but com- 
mendation for the program. 

From the morning watch service with 
the young people at 8:00 a.m., through 
the daily morning broadcast, Bible hour, 
children’s afternoon meeting, and young 
people’s and regular services every eve- 
ning, the Guidos were busy constantly. 
After the last evening’s service, the young 
people still wanted to hear more, and an 
extra service was held for them. Fifty 
of these young people have organized the 
SOS (Save Other Souls) Club. 

Michael Guido, a Moody graduate of 
1935 who has been with the Institute’s 
extension staff for nine years, did not 
find these wonderful results unusual. 
Everywhere he has gone, he has found 
the Lord’s hand of blessing. 

During the last war Guido spoke in 
hundreds of army camps throughout the 
South, with success that astounded even 
the chaplains. Today, assisted by his 
wife, his work takes him into universities, 
high schools, jails, clubs, and churches 
of almost every Protestant denomination 
in the United States, Canada and Mexico. 

Mrs. Guido plays an unusual role in 
her husband’s ministry. Using more than 
three thousand dollars’ worth of equip- 
ment, she is reaching countless young 
people with demonstrations of magic 
which point directly to the way of Chris- 
tian living. Even though she has never 
seen a professional magician operate, she 


has been highly praised for her skill. 

Guido’s program differs greatly from 
the usual religious service. From the 
time Audrey Guido makes a canary in its 
cage vanish, illustrating how “the world 
passeth away and the lusts thereof,” to 
the breathless quietness as Mike sings 
and speaks, they hold their audiences’ 
rapt attention. 

An example of the effectiveness of 
their ministry is shown by the fact that 
in a five-month period when they con- 
ducted 226 meetings from the East Coast 
through the West, there was an attend- 
ance of more than 40,000 with nearly 650 
conversions. “The people love the 
Guidos,” wrote a pastor in Iowa. “If 
they can stand the strain of us, we want 
them back again. They did one of the 
most constructive pieces of revival work 
ever done in our church.”

MIS FILMS REACH HOMES BY TV 


The three simultaneous Bible confer- 
ences recently held by the Institute in 
New York and vicinity were “the best 
in many years in that area,” reports 
Henry Kraakevik, director of the Exten- 
sion Department. “Evening sessions were 
very well attended, and pastors co-op- 
erated in an unusual way.” Approxi- 
mately 40 decisions for Christ were made.

EGYPT—tThe once widespread practice 
of marrying two to four wives is disap- 
pearing among Egypt’s Moslems until 
only 5 per cent now have more than one 
wife.

The anti-polygamy campaign in Egypt 
started in 1924 when the Feminist union 
was formed.

q Addressing a penny post card to 
President Truman, a _ thirteen-year-old 
Maryland girl recently wrote: “I think it 
would be nice if at 12:00 noon all radio 
programs and work stop and everyone 
would pray for the boys overseas. God 
will surely protect us all.’”’ As a result 
several Washington, D.C., radio stations 
have announced plans for daily one- 
minute prayers at noon. 

q@ Catholic schools in Milwaukee, Wis., 
recently banned all “be-boppers”—a 
group of teen-agers identified by “flam- 
boyant, freakish haircuts, gang threats 
and abuse, and unorthodox conduct.” 

q Missouri Baptists voted to withdraw 
from affiliation with a Baptist hospital 
which accepted money from the federal 
government. The group asserts that ac- 
ceptance of federal funds violates the 
principle of separation of Church and 
State. 

q@Evangelicai programs for a World 
Day of Prayer have been prepared by 
the American Council of Christian 
Churches. The program has been written 
for use on February 9. 

@ Political statements by Pastor Martin 
Niemoeller opposing German rearmament 
have led to his being questioned by 
Protestant church leaders from East and 
West Germany. Several West German 
bishops suggested that he be suspended. 
Niemoeller has said that in the event of 
war Germany would be overrun by the 
Americans or the Russians. 

q When the Children’s Bible Hour of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., recently celebrat- 
ed its eighth anniversary with a pro- 
gram, the largest crowd ever to attend 
a religious service in that city gathered 
at the Civic Auditorium. About 6,500 
packed the building and more than 5,000 
were turned away.

Total sales for the year are computed, 
operating expenses are determined, losses 
on damaged goods and returned mer- 
chandise are figured in, depreciation is 
prorated. All the assets and liabilities 
are reduced to dollars and cents so that 
at a glance the owner can see the profit 
or loss of the firm for the year. 

Such periodic times of taking stock 
are essential in business. If a business- 
man is losing money, he wants to know 
it before he goes bankrupt. If others 
share in the ownership, they demand a 
statement of the condition of business. 

But the inventory serves a twofold pur-

pose. In addition to giving an accurate 
picture of the past year, it helps in plan- 
ning the year ahead. Expansion, more 
advertising, new lines of merchandise, a 
larger sales force—all the plans for the 
future—are based in part on the inven- 
tory. 

Since before the Roman Empire, the 
end of the old year and the beginning 
of the new has been the traditional period 
for taking inventory. The Romans me- 
morialized this practice when they be- 
came the dominant world power by nam- 
ing the first month of the year January 
in honor of Janus, a minor deity in their 
pantheon. Janus was the god of gates 
and doors and by derivation the god of 
all beginnings. He was credited with 
knowledge of both the past and the fu- 
ture, and was represented in works of art 
as a two-faced person—in the literal

sense of that word. At inventory time 
business tries to imitate Janus by review- 
ing the past and planning the future.

War Hero Returns to Japan 


A World War II hero and 1936 Olym- 
pics game competitor is helping win hun- 
dreds to Christ in Japan, according to 
reports from Youth for Christ Interna- 
tional. 

He is Louis Zamperini of Los Angeles. 
Zamperini has already spoken to hun- 
dreds of Japanese war prisoners and oth- 
ers in Japan since leaving for service in 
that country. In addition, he is scheduled 
to address student bodies of fifteen Jap- 
anese universities. 


This is a return trip to Japan for the 
World War II veteran, who was a pris- 
oner of the Japanese for months follow- 
ing forty-seven days on a life raft. He 
was converted a year ago in the Los An- 
geles evangelistic campaign conducted by 
Dr. Billy Graham. Working with him in 
Japan are Mr. and Mrs. Clay Cooper, of 
Spokane, Wash., and David Morken and 
Dr. Fred Jarvis, Youth for Christ leaders 
in Japan. 


Two other YFC gospel teams recently 


began work in foreign fields, one in For- 
mosa, the other in Africa. Reports from 
Formosa say that “the mountain people 
are turning to Christ by the hundreds.”

Make Your Next Party Different! 


Here is an article you will not want to pass on 


to your young people . . . not until after the party. 


awake churches throughout the coun- 

try is facing the problem of the social 
program for the young people during the 
winter months. Chances are, some are 
thinking of the same sort of party or 
social that was used last year—and the 
year before and the year before that. The 
group will gather in the basement of the 
church, there will be a few games, and 
perhaps at the end of the evening, testi- 
monies and choruses and maybe a devo- 
tional message by the leader. Don’t do 
it! Please! 

What is wrong with that kind of pro- 
gram? Not a thing, if you aim to have a 
little get-together for a group of Chris- 
tian young people, who will come because 
they always have come or because they 
are convinced it is the place for them. 
But there will be faces missing .. . there 
will be young people from your own 
church who will not be there. They will 
be in places they should not be because 
you have nothing of interest to offer. 

Make your next party different! How 
would you like to see a whole room full 
of live-wire young people having a super 
time in Christian fellowship? It can be 
done—it has been done and you can do it 
with your group. 

First, let me warn you that if your 
socials in the past have been dull and un- 
interesting, you will have two strikes 
against you to start. In fact, your real 
results may not come until the next party 
—after word gets around about this one. 

Do not have the party in the church. 
It is always better to plan parties in a 
home if you are trying to interest un- 
saved young people. Do not have it in 
your home or in the pastor’s or in the 
home of an “outstanding” Christian 
young person. Pick out a live-wire and

popular young person. If he or she is 
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unsaved or one who is considered a 
“worldly”’ Christian, all the better! Try to 
get that young person to give the party. 
It will be understood between you that 
it is to be a party for the young people of 
the church, but encourage him to invite 
his friends. You will work closely with 
the host or hostess, but do it behind the 
scenes. . 

The home you use should be large 
enough for your expected group. A large 


living room with adjoining dining room. 


is good, and if there is a den, all the 
better. You are going to spend most of 
the evening looking for a list of objects 
hidden in two or three rooms. You have 
probably done it many times, but old 
things can be made new and interesting! 

Do not make the mistake of trying to 
provide chairs for everyone. They will 
be in the way and besides, most young 
people prefer to sit on the floor. Let the 
hostess or popular young person take 
charge. 

If the young people have never done it 
before, you may note a lack of interest 
at first, but before long they will all be 
crawling, stretching, bending—intently 
looking for the hidden objects. Here are 
the simple but ironclad rules: 

First, give each person a list of the 
hidden objects and a pencil, and then 
read the rules. 

1. Every object is in plain sight, but 
in a place where it seems to be part of 
another object in the room. 

2. You need not touch or move any- 
thing to find objects. 

3. When one is found, simply note place 
on list and do not remove or let anyone 
else know where you found it. 

4. The one who finds every object first 
is winner. ; 

5. The one who finds the dollar bill 
goes to hostess, tells her where it is and 





at the end of hunt gets the dollar. 

Here are some suggestions for your list 
and hiding places. Every object should be 
hidden in a natural place, that is, to 
appear to be part of an object in the 
room. . 

Dime—Seiect a book which is on a book 
shelf (or table with other books standing 
on end) which has silver print on the 
paper cover. Cut a hole in paper a little 
smaller than dime, past dime on book and 
put cover on so that most of dime shows 
but it will appear to be part of book. 

Needle—Take face off an electric clock 
and paste needle on second hand. 

Gold braid—Twine it through border of 
a lamp shade so it will blend in with 
other colors. 

Gold ring—Place over a desk pen 
holder or on top of copper lamp where it 
will look like it is part of object. 

Green leaf—Paste small green leaf on 
a flowered pattern of china in’china cab- 
inet. 

Collar stay—on piano key. 

Gold chain—around anything copper. 

Pearl bead—paste on a lamp or china 
object. 

Rubber band—around door knob. 

Copper button—paste on knob of desk 
drawer or china cabinet. 

Paper clip—in key hole. 

Dollar bill—There are two good places 
where this may be concealed without be- 
ing obvious: in a book with just the edge 
showing, or rolled up and stuck into a 
banana, in dish of fruit, so edge looks 
like part of end of the banana. 

If you feel that encouragement is 
needed, you might tell how many objects 
are in each room or give suggested clues 
as they are needed. Usually, if you leave 
them alone the guests soon catch on and 
become completely absorbed in the hunt. 

Be sure to have worthwhile first and 
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second prizes. It will probably take two 
hours for the hunt, so you can plan to 
serve simple refreshments after the hunt 
is finished. Cider and doughnuts, cokes 
and sandwiches, or anything that can be 
eaten without china and silver is good. 

After refreshments, while everyone is 
seated around the living room, sing a few 
lively choruses. There again, if possible, 
let a young person take charge of the 
singing. Then have the hostess or one 
who has led the singing tell the group 
that the young people’s leader has some- 
thing to say to them. Don’t say he is 
going to give a message! 

Now, leader, is your chance to win 
them over. They already feel like you are 
one of them, for you have had fun to-

_ dark, piercing eyes of the doctor 
were the only visible features above the 

white mask, which muffled the tone of 
his voice as he said, “There’s no use try- 
ing to beat around the bush, young lady; 
you have polio.” 

Polio! For the moment I was stunned! 
Why, only a few days before I had been 
teaching my physical ed classes in school. 
Just the night before I became ill I had 
cheered for my high school alma mater 
at the opening game of the season. Now, 
I was lying flat on my back unable to 
move my right leg and able to make only 
slight movements with the left. 

But I did not feel despair, self-pity or 
anger. Neither did thoughts of “why did 
this happen to me” well up in my heart. 
Only the Lord could do that, for I loved 
activity. Suddenly, it seemed almost as 
if the Saviour Himself were standing by 
my bed, taking my hand in His and say- 
ing, “Dear child, remember that you are 
not alone in this, and perfect peace is 
promised to those whose minds are stayed 
on Me.” 

From that moment, the peace which 
passes all understanding has filled my 
heart and made this time of being laid 
aside one of joy and rest in Him. 

While I was still too weak to sit up, 
I began to think of the possibility of 
the future in a wheel chair. It wasn’t 
easy, but the Lord seemed nearer in 
those moments than at any other time. 
Finally I could say, “Lord, if I can be of 
more service to You in a wheel chair, 
then that is where I want to be.” 





Meanwhile, I received indescribable 
blessings through the letters from friends 
across the country, who assured me of 
their prayers. 

It has been six weeks since the doctor 
said, “Polio.” The aoctor and the physio- 
therapist have already told me I shall 
walk again, probably without the use of 
braces. They tell me to keep up the good 
work; but I can only say, “Praise the 
Lord, whose strength is made. perfect 
in our weakness!”

An Onen Letter to Pasiors 


AM very much interested in receiving a solution to the problem, which 
I am convinced is a universal as well as a local one. 
Why is it that young people have so little to say about what goes on in 





the church? We cannot select our own leaders or, our literature, decide 
where our money should go—in fact, we have nothing to say about the 
young people’s work of the church. It would be completely out of the 
question to voice our opinion of church matters, such as selecting a new 
pastor, choir work, or missionary program. 

Naturally, it would not be fitting or wise to give young people authority 
on such matters, but would it be out of order for a young person, one who 
has proved himself responsible and a sober, spiritually minded person, to sit 
in on committees and at least be a voice for the young people? 

I can see sO many advantages to such a plan that I bubble over with en- 
thusiasm at the thought of it. Just think, if young people had a voice 
or a representative, they would not be stuck with “Aunt Jane” who leads 
the young people because she always has and because she loves them... 
they could give their opinion of the candidate for pastor who is so far 
above their heads they can’t reach him .. . they could suggest a foreign 
missionary, perhaps a young person they know, to whom they would like 
some of their money to go. 

There is no end of possibilities for a set-up like that. Young people 
would become vitally interested in the church work as a whole. Enthu- 
siasm and energy would be exerted that would carry over into mature 
church membership later. 

Are my thoughts too fantastic or impractical? Is there such a plan al- 
ready existing and working somewhere? If so, the plan and results would 
be invaluable reading for church leaders who sincerely have the interest 
of their young people at heart.

specific, too. Keep a ledger sheet and list 
in detail the assets and liabilities. Then 
make your plans, stating in definite prop- 
ositions the things you desire to accom- 
plish in the year ahead. 

Climax this inventory period by taking 
a clean sheet of paper and writing at 
the top, “I hereby resolve ...” Then list 
your propositions. Don’t be ashamed to 
call them New Year resolutions. That 
practice is the butt of a lot of humor, but 
it is also the basis of a lot of progress 
in Christian living. The apostle Paul 
was not above stating the resolutions of 
his life. Why should you be? 

Be sensible about this matter of reso- 
lutions, however. I remember hearing 
a radio preacher in a New Year message, 
several years ago read a list of fifty-nine 
resolutions. The thing that impressed me 
most was the absolute human impossibil- 
ity of keeping those resolutions. Trying to 
remember all of them would consume so 
much time he never would have time to 
practice even one. 

Keep your list of resolutions short. 
Write out all you can think of and then 
boil them down to five or ten specific, 
important resolutions. 

Two prerequisites are essential to suc- 
cess in keeping resolutions. First, revo- 
lution must precede resolutions. You 
must become a new creature in Christ 
Jesus before keeping resolutions will do 
you any good. Second, empowering must 
accompany resolutions. Ask God to help 
you keep them in the power of the Holy 
Spirit, and yield your will to His control. 

I can’t tell you what resolutions you 
should make any more than you can tell 
me, but I would like to suggest three 
which are fundamental. I mentioned that 
the apostle Paul states the resolutions of 
his life, and these are his, not mine. God 
considered them important enough to 
record them in His infallible Word. They 
must be worthy of our consideration. 

Paul states his resolutions in writing 
to his converts at Philippi. The first is 
“that I may win Christ” (Phil. 3:8). In 
his life as a Jew there were many things 
that were precious to Paul (vv. 5-6), 
things that were “gain” to him (v. 7). 
Meeting Jesus Christ on the Damascus 
road changed all that, however. Those 
highly prized possessions were cast aside 
as refuse, and Paul’s heart throbbed with 
the desire to possess Christ. Coupled 
with this resolution is its natural concom- 
itant, “and be found in him” (v. 9). 
Possessing Christ is impossible without 
being possessed by Him. Surely this 
resolution should have a place on our list. 

The second resolution of the apostle is 
“that I may know him” (v. 10). Did 
Paul not know Jesus Christ by the time 
he penned this letter, almost thirty years 
after the Damascus road experience? Of 
course he did, but when can any Chris- 
tian cease to desire “that I may know 
him”? There are always deeper wells 
of intimacy to be tasted, new facets of 
character to be viewed, new revelations 
concerning His person and His purpose 
to be received. This resolution should be 
a perennial on our list. 
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Paul’s final resolution is “that I may 
apprehend that for which also I am ap- 
prehended of Christ Jesus” (v.12). Paul 
knew that God saves every Christian for 
a purpose. God has a plan for every 
life, a ministry for every believer. If 
we refuse to obey God’s will or if we 
fail to fulfill it, our Christian life is sad 
and empty. The desire of the child of 
God should be to execute the purpose of 
God for him. This resolution should 
head the list every year. 

Take stock of your Christian life dur- 
ing the past year. Then, using these 
resolutions of the apostle Paul as a 
starter, prepare your list, not forgetting 
the meaning of “I hereby resolve .. .”

After a young person has accepted Christ, 
is it better to cut off all unsaved friends or 
continue their friendships with the hope of 
being a witness to them? 

This problem usually solves itself in 
due time. Surely we cannot be useful 
for the Lord if we shut ourselves off in 
an ivory tower with a few likeminded 
saints. On the other hand, if we truly 
mean business with the Lord, some old 
friends will find our company less and 
less interesting. Our aims, desires, ideals 
and interests will have taken on a new 
direction and we may find very little in 
common with some who were once close 
friends. We must pray that the radiance 
of the new life in Christ will attract 
others to the Lord through us, and that 
they will want to come along with us in 
this new way of life. 


Do you think it necessary that every time a 
group of Christians get together for a party 
or fellowship that there must be a devotional 
talk? Sometimes it seems that the spiritual 
part is dragged in by the neck and is out of 
place. 

Do we sometimes feel that if we have 
a devotional period at every function, 
then somehow the whole affair has had 
its “blessing” and we can forget it and 
carry on with a free hand for the rest of 
the evening?

everything to live a life that was pleas- 
ing to his Lord. He sincerely wanted to 
win his friends, but somehow he had 
become so engrossed in “giving up” 
everything that he was failing to live 
for Christ in a positive way. Instead of 
being the attractive personality he could 
have been, he was repelling others, with- 
drawing into a little world of his own. 


Dave is typical of numbers of young 
people who are sincerely missing the boat 
in pointing others to Christ. Partly be- 
cause of fellows and girls like Dave, 
many young people want nothing of 
Christianity. Yet occasionally we run 
across a@ young person who, though just 
as sincere and on the beam as Dave, has 
an attractive and winsome personality, 
and instead of turning others away is 
actually winning them. Sally is like that. 


At one time, Sally was a scatter- 
brained young thing, looking for a good 
time and completely wrapped up in her 
own plans and ideas. One would guess 
that she never had a serious thought, but 
the day she came face to face with Jesus 
Christ she did think seriously and a new 
Sally was born. 


“Different” is the word which charac- 
terized Sally from then on. All her en- 
thusiasm and energy went into her new 
life, and before long even her teachers 
were taking notice. Just as Dave's life 
witnessed against his Christianity, Sally’s 
life was so vibrant that others were 
attracted to her and to her faith. She 
became a real leader in church work and 
in school activities, and won the respect 
and admiration of all her friends. 


Why shouldn’t it be that way? Jesus 
Christ was attractive to men when He 
was on earth. When mobs saw Him did 
they say, “If that’s Christianity, I want 
none of it”? No, He embodied the dignity 
and holiness of God, yet people were 
drawn to Him. They saw in Him some- 
thing they did not have. 


That is the way it should be. If we are 
God’s children we are His picked repre- 
sentatives, and should be attractive, use- 
ful and winsome in everything we do. 
Perhaps that is the reason He has put 
such specific direction into’ His Word 
concerning our daily lives. 


One particularly keen phrase occurs in 
the letter to young Titus, where our atti- 
tude toward daily life is stated: “that 
they may adorn the doctrine of God 
our Saviour in all things.” That word 
“adorn” has the thought of making some- 
thing to sparkle or to make gleam or glow 
—to make the truth of God to gleam and 
sparkle. Young believers are expected to 
show forth the glory of our Saviour, and 
to embellish the truth of God so that it 
glows and sparkles in the eyes of those 
who watch us. 


Is this possible? It was for Sally! And 
she would be the first to tell you that 
Christ did it for her. While we must 
realize that not all of us can have the 
results Sally had, we can use Sally’s 
methods and let our witnessing be for 
our Lord. 
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
